SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—Steam- 
Ship Mariposa arrived from Sydney,’ 
Via Honolulu, this morning with ad- 
vices’ from the Hawaiian capital sup- 
ple-nental to those brought by the 
Steamship Peru on Monday last. May 
‘44, the day the Peru left the islands, 
the government announced that its an- 
Swer to Japan’s demand had been sent 
to the Japanese Minister. Minister 
Shimamura is not at all satisfied with 
the reply made by the Hawaiian For- 
eign Office. In an interview upon the 
subject he said: 

“I do not consider what I have re- 
ceived to be an answer to my request 
for particulars, and shall make another 
attempt to secure one. Japan asks 
nothing unreasonable; she wants jus- 
tice and fairness in the matter—noth- 
ing else. If she cannot get it—well, I 
don’t know what will follow. 

“The action of the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment in refusing a landing to peo- 
ple who, Japan believes, after an in- 
vestigation made before departure, 
were eligible to land, was a gross vio- 
lation of the treaty. Now I have asked 
for an explanation; for the reasons for 
this government’s actions, and I am 
told that the position taken by the Ha- 
waiian government is that the immi- 
gration laws are a reasonable exercis 
of the police power of the State, and 
tha. he administration had impar- 
tially enforced them. My government 
tells me to get a reasonable ‘excuse 
for the action taken; I cannot find it 
in this. I do not think that my gov- 
ernment is-aeting arbitrarily in this, 
a matter which involves the honor of 
the nation. 

“The United States has been advised 
of the affair and probably knows the 
Status of the case as well as we do: 
and if the government at Washington 
believes that th position taken by Ja- 
pan is right, according to international 
law, there will be no interference. On 
the other hand, if our position is arbi- 
trary, any nation may interfere. 

“Japan understands that there is a 
tacit understanding that the United 
States has an interest here; that while 
not assuming the proportions of a pro- 
tectorate, she stands in the nature of 
a god-mother.to.the island republic: 
but the officials of the United States 
government are too well versed in the 
custom of dealing with questions of 
international law to say that Japan is 
wrong if she is right, or that. Hawaii 
is right if she is wrong. 

“My instructions in the matter ara 
plain. If I cannot get a reasonable 
answer to my request I may go home, 
and perhaps someone else will have 
better success. If I withdraw, you know 
what follows. I hope it will not reach 
that point.”

THE GREAT IDENTIFIER. 


PERRIN H. SUMNER FINDS HIS 
LEVEL AT LAST. 


Convicted of Grand Larceny in Con- 
nection with a Land Trans- 
action—Gets Six Years in Prison, 
How He Won His Title. 


[RY TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRF.] 

NEW YORK, June 3.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Perrin H. Sumner, “the Great 
American Identifier,’ was sentenced to 
six years in the State prison by Re- 
corder Goff today. He was convicted 
of grand larceny by false pretenses, 
committed in connection with the sale 
of land in New Jersey to Charles H. 
Goodwin of Boston. The amount he 
got from Goodwin was $1200. Sumner 
represented to the purchaser that the 
land was covered with valuable timber. 
An examination showed that the 
called timber was practically valueless. 

Sumner got his nickname by identify- 
ing John H. Edgar, upon whose life 
he held the insurance. He came origin- 
ally from Indiana, and figured for the 
first time in a public way because of 
his expulsion from a Baptist church in 
Rochester on charges which were sub- 
sequently dismissed by the courts. 

He then went to San Francisco, where 
he engaged in real-estate business. 
Many papers at once attacked his 
methods, and he brought heavy libel 
suits. After leaving San Francisco, 
Sumner came East, and not long after 
his arrival here he spent some time in 
Raymond-street Jail. He then started 
in on the career which won for him his 
nickname. Whenever he heard of 4 
man who had been found dead, he im- 
mediately attempted to prove that the 
persons was John H. Edgar. He went

away to Canada in the hope of estab- 


lishing the identity 
found dead in the woods as C. S. Edgar. 
His errand was unsuccessful, as the 
boy was subsequently identified as 
Arthur Benwell. Then he attempted to 
fasten the name of Edgar upon a man 
who was found dead on Staten Island, 
but without success. 

An Astor House suicide furnished 
him for a short time with another Ed- 
gar, and he finally attempted to prove 
that a Yonkers suicide was Edgar. It 
was after this case that he becarne 
known as the “Great American Identi- 
fier.”

The formal contest again-t 
the measure was maintained, but all 
amendments tending to change the bill | 
as represented were voted down and 
the Finance Committee sustained, The 
debate was mainly of a_ technical 
character, the Republican Senators 
continuing the policy of refraining 
from making speechés. 


Before the Tariff Bill was taken up, 
Senator Tillman of South Carolina gave 
the Senate another hour of exciting! 
controversy over the proposed sugar in- 
vestigation. He defended himself from 
published charges relative to his ad- 
ministration of the Governorship of 
South Carolina, and then moved that 
the committee having charge of the 
sugar resolution be discharged from 
further consideration of it, thus bring- 
ing the subject directly before the Sen- 
ate. 

Mr. Gallinger of New Hampshire, in 
behalf of the committee, made a 
spirited protest against this course, and 
also urged that the Senate should not 
turn aside from its public. werk to in- 
vestigate charges affecting the 
character of Senators. 

There were frequent’ lively 
between Mr. Tillman and Mr. Gallinge 
and Mr. Jones of Nevada, but in tie 
end Mr. Tillman withdrew his motion. 

A bill was passed for a public bulld- 
ing at San Angelo, Tex., to cost $100,000.

pelled an attack by firing upon the in- 
vaders, who were evidently determined 
to kill the remainder of the crew. 


DURRANT IS FORTUNATE, 


Appeal to the United States Court 
Granted Him. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—The at- 
torneys for Theodore Durrant again 
appeared before Judge Gilbert in the 
United States Court today and ap- 
plied for a writ of supersedeas for the 
purpose of staying the execution of 
the sentence, but this was denied by 
the court. An application for leave 
to apppeal to the Supreme Court. of 
the United was then made and granted. 

Although it is an open question 
Whether in view of the denial of the 
writ of supersedeas, this order of the

WILL NOT HANG TODAY, 


Worden Has Permission to Appeal 
to the Supreme Court. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—In the 
United States Circuit Court this morn- 
ing, Judge Gilbert heard and denied 
the application of the attorneys of Sal- 
ter D. Worden, for a writ of habeas 
corpus, based purely technical 
grounds. Notice of intention to appeal 
from the decision of the court was im- 
mediately given, and the matter went 
over until 2 o'clock this afternoon. At 
that hour a motion was made for 
leave to appeal te the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and, contrary to 
general expectation, this was granted. 
Worden's attorneys insist that this or- 
der will have the effect of preventing 
the execution of the sentence tomor- 
row upon their client. 

HE WAS RESIGNED. 

FOLSOM, June 3.—Salter D. Worden, 
the condemned train-wrecker, has com- 
pletely abandoned all hope of saving 
his neck from the hangman's noose and 


is perfectly resigned to his fate. He 
spent the greater part of this morning 
writing farewell letters to relatives and 
friends. 

Warden Aull depended upon the ad- 
Vice of the Attorney-General and has 
gone right ahead with the preparations 
for the hanging, which will take place 
promptly at 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. The gallows was erected in the 
death-chamber today. The cell in 
Which Worden will spend his last few 
hours alive has been put in readiness, 
and he will be taken to it at an early 


hour Friday morning. ‘ 
THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL INTER- 


FERES., 
SACRAMENTO, June 3.—Warden 


Aull of Folsom Prison telegraphed this 
evening that he had received a message 
from the Attorney-General advising 
him not to proceed with the hanging 
of Salter D. Worden tomorrow. The 
Attorney-General said that his written 
opinion would reach Folsom tomorrow 
by mail. 

Acting upon this advice, the execu- 
tion will not take place as intended. 
Warden Aull says he has notified Wor- 
den and has had the gallows taken 
down. The law under which Worden 
is permitted thus to extend his lease 
of life, the Warden says, was passed 
by Congress during the reconstruction 
days, in order to make it possible in 
certain cases to reach the Federal Su- 
preme Court over the heads of the 
State courts in the South. If it were a 
matter, he said, in which the issue did 
not involve human life, he would 
probably test its legality, but in this 
case, as a State official, he will be gov- 
erned by the action of the Attorney- 
General. 

As the United States Supreme Court 
does not meet till October, Worden will 
have at least several months longer on 
earth. 

MADE HIM DELIRIOUS. 

FOLSOM, June 3.—Salter D. Wor- 
den was delirious with joy when he 
learned this evening that he was not 
to be hanged tomorrow morning for

means a respite for six menths, at 
least. 
WATCHED BY THE GUARD. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—Theodore 
Durrant seems to be breaking down. 
A member of the death-watch was 
Seated at his side last night, looking 
down upon him as he tossed and tum- 
bled in restless sleep. The warden was 
at once notified of the change in Dvur- 
rant’s demeanor. Orders were issued 
to increase the death-watch and to 
maintain the vigil with greater care 
than before. 

Capt. Edgar commanded that a guard 
be stationed every minute of the day 
and night in the cage with the con- 
demned man. Whatever Durrant may 
do, the eyes of a guard will be upon 
him. Three men will watch with him 
until he dies on the gallows. 

Durrant’s father carried to the con- 

demned man yesterday word ihat the 
United States District Court had denied 
the writ of habeas corpus, and the next 
fight for life must be made at Wash- 
ington before the Supreme Court. 
A special messenger will hurry across 
the continent, but he cannot reach 
Washington before next Wednesday. 
He will have the greatest good for- 
tune if he receives an audience from 
the Supreme Court that day. Itis prob. 
able that a hearing will not be granted 
before Thursday of next week, and on 
the following day Durrant must die. if 
the national tribunal does not exert its 
authority. 

The elder Durrant wept as he told 
his son the story, but he bade the con- 
demned man to be of good cheer and 
not to lose heart until the last hope 
is gone. If the journay is made with- 
out accident, a return staying the ex- 
ecution may be served by telegraph on 
the warden. The son said he would be 
brave. As he spoke to his father a 
wire screen and wooden bars separated 
them. 

POSITIVELY POSTPONED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—Dur- 
rant’s attorneys believe now that they 
have positively postponed the execu- 
tion of their client until the Supreme 
Court of the United States can give 
them a hearing. It is true that their 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
has been deaied by the United States 
Circuit Court, but from this order of 
denial they claim to have an anneal 
as a matter of right, and they claim 
that the statute authority acts ip wo fasc- 
to, as a stay of proceedings under judc.- 
ment of the State court until the ap- 
peal is finally determined. In that 
case it is immaterial whether the court 
Brants a supersedeas or not. 

In some sense they have a precedent 
on which to base their confidence in 
the action of Judge Hawley. who al- 
lowed an appeal in the Worden case to 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, the petition in that case having 
been filed in the Distriet Court, but 
denied a supersedeas, leaving Worden 
to whatever protection from hanging 
the Federal statutes, acting as a stay 
may give him. : 


*PDurrant’s altorneys expect a similar 
order to be entered by the Circuit 
Court this morning, when they perfect 
thelr appeal. That is, they expect the 


train-wrecking. At first the an- 
nouncement dazed him, and then he 
arose on his trembling legs and thanked 
Warden Aull for.the good news. The 
condemned man said that while § he 
was prepared to go bravely to the gal- 
lows, he felt all along that something 
would be done to save him. 

The announcement of the etay. he 
said, made him more nervous than he 
would have been if standing on the 
gallows. All the preparations for his 
hanging had been completed. Worden 
has been returned to his cell in mur- 
derers’ row. 

Double precautions have been taken 
by Worden’'s attorneys, who think 
there is much confusion of law in re- 
gard to taking an appeal from the 
District and Cireuit courts to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals and to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. They 
have taken appeals from both District 
and Circuit courts to both the Circuit 
Court of Appeals and the Supreme 
Court, or four appeals in all. 


INHARMONIOUS COLONISTS, 


Capt. Peterson Acting Like a Czar. 
Refused a Landing.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—All is not 
harmony in the brotherhood of South 
Sea colonists that left this port on the 
brig Percy Edwards about three months 
ago in search of a site for a colony 
on one of the islands of the South Pa- 
cific ocean. One of the members of the 
colony in a letter posted at Suva, the 
capital of Fiji Islands, says that Capt. 
Peterson, the  sailing-master of the 
vessel, had assumed the power of a 
czar. 

The governor of the Fiji Islands had 
not given the colonists much encour- 
agement in the plan to settle in. the 
South Seas, and they were refused a 
landing on any of the islands of the 
Fiji group.

The detectives who are con- 
ducting the investigation have § an- 
nounced no new developments, though 
they somewhat reluctantly admit that 
Theodore Figel, book-keeper and con- 
fidential clerk for Hoffman & Roths- 
child, has not satisfactorily explained 
his movements immediately prior to 
the supposed homicide. No one else 
has come under suspicion, and the po- 


lice gay they have no present inten- 
tion of preferring a charge against 
Figel. The latter is still under sur- 
veillance, however. 

LATER:—Iit is difficult to forecast 


the outcome of the police investigation 
into the death of Isaac Hoffman, who, 
it is now generally believed, did not 
die by his own hand. The police are 
examining every circumstances in his 
business and domestic life which might 
furnish a motive for either murder or 
suicide, and as yet can furnish no prob- 
able motive for either. At midnight 
Chief Lees stated there was absolutely 
nothing new in the case and that he 
has no belief regarding the identity of 
the murderer, if a murder really has 
been committed. 

The believers in the murder theory 
have no suspicion of any person unless 
it be Figel, the book-keepr, and no 
new facts have been gleaned which 
would connect him more directly with 
the crime. Figel’s friends account for 
his erratic movements on the evening of 
the shooting, by explaining that they 
are characteristic of the young man 
who is said to be very absent-minded. 
Hoffman's brothers are awaiting the 
inquest when they hope something 
more definite reearding their 
death may be elicited. 


ALLEGED FORGED DEED, 


Sensational Trial on in the 
Francisco Superior Court. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—An al- 
leged forged deed formed the sub- 
ject of judicial inquiry in Judge Hunt’s 
department of the Superior Court yes- 
terday. The trial was sensational, from 
the fact that it drew from one witness 
a virtual confession of forgery and 
from another witness a direct confes- 
sion of perjury. 

The controversy before Judge Hunt 
involves the ownership of a lot situ- 
ated on Lyon streets. The property 
formerly belonged to Catharine J. Wal- 
lace. It subsequently passed into the 
possession of Wallace under a deed 
purporting to have been executed by 
his mother on December 9, six days 
before her death. 

The deed is now attacked as a for- 
gery by Jeremiah Sheely, who sues as 
administrator of Mrs. Wallace’s es- 
tate. The deed was acknowledged by 
Eugene McManus before a notary. 
Some months ago the depositions of Mc- 
Manus and his wife were taken. Mc- 
Manus swore that he drew up the deed, 
and his wife swore that she was pres- 
ent when Mrs. Wallace made her mark. 
When Mrs. McManus testified she 
repudiated every statement contained 
inher deposition. She said she had made 
the false deposition because Notary 
O’Brien told her that if she refused to 
ss so she would be sent to San Quen- 
tin. 

Eugene BR. McManus testified that he 
drew up the deed at the instance of 
Wallace some days after the funeral 
of the latter’s mother. “I signed her 
name to it,” he testified. 

The charges made by Mrs. McManus 
are flatly denied by Notary O’Brien, 
who swears that he never saw the 
woman. The notary also flatly contra- 
dicts McManus. 


SCHIEFFELIN’S LAST WISH. 


Founder of Tombstone Tells How 
He Would Be Buried. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
OAKLAND, June 3.—Edward L. 
Schieffelin, the miner who founded the 
town of Tombstone, Ariz., and died on 
May 12 in Oregon, made provision in 
his will for his last resting place as 
follows: 

“It is my wish, if convenient, to be 
buried in the garb of a prospector, my 
old pick and canteen with me, on top 
of the granite hills about three miles 
westerly from the city of Tombstone, 
Ariz., and a monument such as pros- 
pectors build when locating a mining 
claim built over my grave, and no 
other monument or slab erected. And 
that none of my friends wear crape. 
Under no circumstances do I want to 
be buried in any cemetery or grave- 

ard.”’ 

The will was filed yesterday for pro- 
bate. All of his estate, valued at $75,000, 
is given to his widow and brother. 


TWELVE MEN DROWNED. 


Details of the Loss of British Ship 
Zuleika. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—The loss 
of the British ship Zuleika, bound from 
New York for Wellington, N. Z., re- 
sulted in the death by drowning cf 
twelve men. The disaster of the ship 
was reported by cable, but at the time 
the message was forward, no details of 
loss of life had been received. The 
steamer Marposa from Sydney today 
brought full particulars of the awful 
disaster. 

The Zuleika went ashore at midnight 
on Good Friday, in Palliser Bay, on a 
rocky shore. The disaster occurred 
during a gale, and the first news of it 
reached Sydney by carrier-pigeon re- 
leased from a passing government 
steamer which sighted the Zuleika 
ashore, but could not possibly render 
any assistance. The crew numbered 
twenty-one, of whom nine managed to 
reach shore.

WINDFALL TO THE STATE. 


San Quentin Revolt Means a Saving 
of Fodder. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—The State 
Board of Prison Directors has deter- 
mined the punishment to be imposed 
upon the convicts who took part in the 
recent strike at San Quentin Prison. 
About forty of the ringleaders will be 
kept in solitary confinement on a 
bread-and-water diet for at least three 
months. All the other prisoners who 
refused to obey orders will be sub- 
jected to similar treatment until the 
next meeting of the directors on 
June 12. 

For at least a year the allowance of 
tobacco and ssibly sugar and syrup 
will be cut * According to the pres- 
ent custom each convict is given one 
large plug of tobacco as he enters the 
jute mill every Monday morning. The 
annual cost of this luxury to the State 
is $7000. It is proposed to use this 
money in the future in the employ- 
ment of eleven extra guards. 

The prisoners consume. at least 
twenty barrels of sugar and many gal- 
lons of syrup each month. The cost is 
considerable, and it is now proposed to 
do away with all these luxuries for at 
least one year. This step will insure a 
saving to the State of at least $20,000. 
The restriction as to tobacce and sugar 
will also be made at Folsom. 


CONFLICTING TESTIMONY, 


It May Render the Makers Liable 
for Perjury. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—A jury 
in Judge Hunt’s court today found 
that the late Catherine Wallace never 
signed the deed under which her son, 
William Joseph Wallace, claims title to 
a lot on Lyon street. The charge of 
forgery was made by Jeremiah Sheehy, 
who sued to set the deed aside. 

At the conclusion of the trial, the 
Judge called attention to the remark- 
able statements of Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Manus, and also of the conflicting tes- 
timony of Notary O’Brien and the de- 
fendant Wallace.

They are also suspected of having 
stolen some money from the Tremont 
Hotel at Oceanside on the day before 
they disappeared. The officers have} 
good descriptions of them, and are 
confident of catching them. . 


Companions of the Forest. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—The 
Grand Circle of California Companions 
of the Forest was in session today, but 
little was performed beyond the ap- 
pointment of committees and the con- 
sideration of several proposed .amend- 
ments to the constitution. Only one 
of these was acted upon favorably, 
namely that relating to sick benefits, 
and provides that no member shall re- 
ceive more than twenty weeks benefits 
during the same -year, said twenty 
weeks to date from the beginning of 
the first sickness. 


Killed by a Train. 


BADEN June 3.—An unknown man 
supposed to be a junk peddler was 
struck by the south-bound mail train 
this morning at a crossing near the de- 
pot, while driving a wagon across the 
track.

FOUGHT OVER SWAG. 


TWO GOLD-BRICK SWINDLERS 
SHOOT AT EACH OTHER. 


They Quarréeled Over the Division 
of the Booty Obtained ef a Los 
Angeles Man, 


HAD SOLD LORD A FAKE MINE. 


THE FOUNDER OF LORDSBURG LOST 
SIX THOUSAND DOLLARS, 


Both Swindlers are Now in Custody 
at Seattle—An Effort Will Be 
Made to Bring Them 
Back. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—(Special 
Dispatch.] Hervey Knowlton, the no- 
torious gold-brick swindler, who is 
known all over America as “Rebel 
George,”” and Anthony Mellon, alias 
Tony Kelley, his partner, fired several 
shots at each other in Seattle on 
Wednesday night over a dispute about 
the division of part of the money which 
they received from J. W. Lord, founder 
of Lordsburg, and G. Bouren, a wealthy 
citizen of Los Angeles. 

Lord and Bouren were swindled on 
April 10, and as soon as they realized 
that they had been beaten and by the 
notorious “Rebel George,’ they shut up 
like clams and preferred to suffer their 
losses rather than become the targets 
of the jeers of their friends and ac- 
quaintances. 

The two swindlers showed a beautiful 
cluster of supposed gold nuggets to 
their victims, and represented that they 
washed them from a placer mine which 
they had located in the foothills of the 
Sierras. Among the nuggets were @ 
few that were good gold, and those the 
swindlers picked out and asked their 
victims to have tested. The test was 
favorable and a sale of the fabled mine 
was negotiated. 

A hatful of the lumps of brass that 
was represented as pure placer gold 
was turned over to the purchasers as 
a guarantee of good faith on the part 
of the swindlers, and Lord and Bouren 
put the brass nuggets in their safe in 
exchange for $10,000 in coin that they 
paid for the mythical mine. That was 
on April 10 last, and it was not until 
the beginning of May that the purchas- 
ers of the nuggets and mine found that 
they had been swindled. — 

Knowlton and Mello in the mean time 
were living high on the money of their 
two victims, ad they made no preten- 
sions of even trying to keep out of the 
clutches of the police, but instead de- 
pended on the shame of their victims 
preventing any prosecution. a 


NO HONOR AMONG THIEVES. 


Particulars of the “Falling-out’’ of 
the Two Worthies. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) June 3.—The 
king of the gold-brick swindlers, Har- 
vey Knowlton, better known as “Rebel 
George,” a man who is famous in his 
line from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
was held up last night and robbed of 


$1500 in cash. 
Anthony Mellon, his partner in 
crime, stood behind a revolver and 


made Knowlton stand and deliver. To 
Mellon the enjoyment of possession was 
of short duration, for Knowlton faced 
what seemed certain death, over- 
powered the robber and dispossessed 
him of.the money. 

It was done only after a bloody fight, 
during which three shots were fired. 
None took effect, but “Rebel George,” 
after securing possession of the weapon, 
beat the robber into insensibility, ham- 
mering Mellon over the head until he 
was covered with blood. 

The robbery occurred in the Albe- 
marle lodging-house, on Seneca street, 
where Knowlton and Mellon occupied 
the same room. Knowlton is remem- 
bered in the Northwest in connection 
with the sale, several years ago, of a 
spurious gold brick for $5000 to Banker 
Wooding of Aberdeen in this State. He 
fled to Tennessee. He was arrested, 
brought back, tried and convicted in 
this city, and sentenced to two years 
in the penitentiary. Nearly a year 
ago he completed his term and was 
hiberated. 

Mellon’s right name is Anthony 
Kelley. He formerly lived in Denver, 
and is an ex-convict, having done sev: 
eral years’ service in the Cafion City 
penitentiary for larceny. 


IN LOS ANGELES, 
Small Chances of Recovering Any 


of Lord’s Money. 


The local police force has done very 
little in connection with the swindle 
perpetrated upon Lord. At the time of 
the fiesta it was said by the detectives 
that there were remarkably few crooks 
and swindlers in the city, considering 
the opportunities afforded them for 
plying their trade by the annual fes- 
tival. But it was just before the fiesta, 
when the swindlers Kelly and Knowl- 
ton were lying in wait for the suckers 
they expected to seein the city during 
the carnival season, that the biggest 
swindle that has occurred in the city 
for years took place. 

Knowlton pretended to be a miner 
who had lost an eye, and disguised 
himself with a patch and by dyeing his 
whiskers. He selected J. W. Lord, 
founder of Lordsburg and a townsite 
boomer of ten years ago, as a victim, 
although Lord was supposed to be a 
very shrewd schemer in his own line. 
He interested Lord with a tale of a 
fabulous mine and showed him a bag 
of nuggets as proof of the richness 
of the find. Lord thought he had a 
good thing and kindly let his friend 
Bouren in on the deal. Knowlton gave 
them some sample nuggets which they 
had tested by an assayer. Lord and 
Bouren were induced to put up about 
$10,000 for an interest in the mine, and 
the sack of nuggets was turned over 
to them as security, but the sack had 
been switched, and they obtained only 
a few gilded lumps of lead. 

Some rumors of the swindle were 
afloat shortly after the swindlers dis- 
appeared, but the victims managed to 
suppress the story for a time, and the 
details could not be learned. 

Emil Harris, the Los Angeles private 
detective, was put to work on the case 
by Lord and his friends, in the hope 
that some of the money might be re- 
gained,*and if possible the swindlers 
brought to justice. He has worked on 
the case for seven weeks. Yesterday ’ 
he received a telegram announcing that 
Harvey Knowlton had been beaten with 
a six-shooter by his partner and robbeé 
and that both men were in the hands 
of the authorities at Seattle. The news 
came as a surprise, as it had not been 
thought that the men had gone to 
Washington,

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 


AMBASSADORS OF THE POWERS 
GET TOGETHER. 

They Keep Their Own Records and 

Draw Up Their Own Proposi- 


tions—Sir Oharles Dilke’s 
quiry,.

SIR CHARLES DILKE’S QUERY. 

LONDON, June 3.—Sir Charles 
Dilke, Advanced Liberal, raised the 
Cretan question in the House of Gom- 
mons today, by questioning the gov- 
ernment on the subject. The leader, 
Mr. Balfour, in reply, said the recent 
Mussulman outbursts were the inevit- 
able outcome of the state of anarchy 
lately prevailing in the island of Crete, 
and, considering the provocations and 
attitudes to which the Mohammedans 
have been subject, there was reason 
for concluding that things were no 
worse. House, he added, need 
not be pessimistic as to the future of 
Crete; a more difficult problem than 
that, he said, is the settlement of the 
basis on the conditions of peace be- 
tween Turkey and Greece 

A SPECIAL STIPULATION. 

ATHENS, June 3.—Although the 
armistice has been signed in Epirus 
and Thessaly, a special clause stipu- 
lates that a meeting of the Greek and 
Turkish delegates shall be held today 
to settle the details of an armistice 
on the sea. If there should be a fail- 
ure in this matter, the whole conven- 
tion will be void. 

The Turkish delegates demand that 
all vessels under the Turkish or any 
neutral flag shall be freely admitted 
to Greek ports, thus practically raising 
the blockade, and that on the coast of 
Macedonia and Epirus the Greek fleet 
shall be withdrawn beyond the range 
of the guns, on Turkey’s undertaking 
that neither troops nor contraband of’ 
war will be landed. 

The Greek government objects to be 
deprived of the right of search. In def- 
erence to the advice of the powers, 
however, the’ Cabinet will probably 
yield. The armistice is to continue uri- 
til the conclusion of the peace nego- 
tiations. 

There is a rumor that the govern- 
ment is inclined to offer the fleet in- 
stead of an tndemnity, on the ground 
that it would be impossible for Greece 
to wage another war for at least ten 
years, and that then the vessels would 
be obselete. 

AN ARMISTICE SIGNED. 
ATHENS, June 3.—It is officially an- 
nounced that an armistice has been 
anes between the Greek and Turkish 
mlitary commanders in Thessal 
Epirus. 


BIG TANKS FULL.

TWO MEN’S DEATHS. 
“Click”? Mitchell is Smuggled 


Court in the Uniform of a 
Militiaman, 


GETS TWENTY-YEAR SENTENCE 


CROWD SCENTS THE FRAUD AN 
ATTACKS THE JAIL. 


Action of the Sheriff and Guardyg 
Has Embittered the People 
and More Trouble ia 

Leoeked For, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

URBANA (0O.,) Jume 3.—Quick action 
was taken tonight in the case of 
“Click” Mitchell, the negro who as- 
saulted Mrs. Eliza Gaumer, and threat- 
ened lynching has been averted. The 
grand jury returned an indictment 
against the negro this afternoon. To- 
night, while a crowd of angry men 
swarmed about the courthouse and jail, 
the negro, who had been dressed in 
soldier’s uniform, was marched up to 
the courtroom in the middle of a squad _ 
of militiamen. As the militia was on 
duty everywhere about the courthouse 
and jail, the disguise worked perfectly, 
and the crowd did not recognize the 
prisoner. 


Mitchell, who had become thoroughly 
scared, waived all preliminaries in the 
court. He pleaded guilty and was 
speedily sentenced to twenty years in 
the penitentiary, the extreme limit for 
his crime. 

After Mitchell was sentenced by the 
court and the Sheriff had been ordered 
to take him to Columbus tonight, there 
was trouble again. It was thought that 
the officers might again get Mitchell 
through the crowd disguised as a sol- 
dier, but their plans became known as 
the carriage was driven up to the jail. 
Then the mob broke in and demanded 
the prisoner. The jail was strongly 
guarded by the militia, and the Sheriff 
felt sure so long as he did not venture 
out. The Governor refused to send 
more troops to Urbana tonight, and it 
looks as if the prisoner cannot be re- 
moved until tomorrow, when reinforce- 
ments will be furnished. 

At 1:30 o’clock the mob advanced on 
the jail. The Pennsylvania depot was 
surrounded by a mob, as well as the 
courthouse and the jail. The troops 
do not allow the lines to be crossed. 

CROWD FIRED ON. 

URBANA (O.,) June 3.—For twa 
hours the jail was surrounded by a 
howling mob of at least a thousand 
to fifteen hundred people. Advances 
were being made so close to the guards 
that they at last opened fire on the 
crowd, and at least twenty shots were 
fired. The volley resulted in Harry 
Bell of this city being shot through the 
head and killed instanlty A young man 
named Hagins was shot through the 
body and killed instantly.. Dennis 
Graney of Urbana was shot in ghe foot; 
Dr. Charles Thompson of NortA Lewis- 
burg, was shot slightly in the fore- 
head; Wesley Bowen of Cable was shot 
in the hip and his wounds were seri- - 
ous; Ray Dickinson, living near the 
city, was shot in the shoulder; Ray Mc- 
Clure of Urbana, was shot through the 
right arm; Gus Weiser, who was stand- 
ing on the street, received a slight 
wound in the face, and John Wank was 
shot in the foot. 

When the shooting occurred a crowd 
of a thousand people stood about the 
jail. It had been rumored that an 
attempt would be made on the jail to 
hang Mitchell. The crowd was more 
boisterous than at any time since the 

risoner had been confined in the jail. 

he shooting occurred at 2:30 o’clock in 
he morning. 
Trouble had been looked for during 
the night, and it was feared that the 
militia would go too far and fire into 
the crowd. The affair has embittered 
the feeling to intensity. The streets 
are crowded and most intense excite- 
ment prevails. Now that the people 
have seen their neighbors shot down, 
the feeling is getting intense. The 
people are wonderfully worked up, and 
there may be more trouble. 

LATER:—Another victim of the 
shooting has just been reported, Ralph 
McComb of this city, who was shot 
n the arm. 

' The crowd was howling for the pris- 
oner, And more determined than ever 
to secure him. It had crowded into 
the jail yard, and was crowding to- 
ward the jail. Capt. George W. Leon- 
ard, in command of the militia, ad- 
dressed the crowd and gave them three 
minutes to disperse. There was @ gen- 
eral rush from the jail yard, but the 
crowd again returned. The noise had 
subsided, the demonstration was less 
pronounced, and fully half an hour 


had elapsed from the time the order 


was given when the roar of musketry 
was heard. 

Volley after volley was fired, until as 
many as twenty shots had been fired 
into the crowd. There was a general 
panic for a while, and the dead and 
wounded were carried in every direc- 
tion in search of doctors’ offices. 

Dr. Robert Henderson, Dr. H. E. 
Pearce, Dr. J. C. Burcher and Dr. 
Havens were all cailled into service, 
and their offices looked like a regular 
hospital.

HAVANA NEWSPAPERS ANGRY | 
AGAINST AMERICANS. 


Consul-General Lee Charged with 
the Crime of Ignorance of the 
Spanish Language. 


CONSUL BARKER ALSO ASSAILED 


HONESTY AND GOOD FAITH OF HIS 
REPORTS ALSO QUESTIONED. 


Resignation of the Cabinet Exciting 
Interest at Washington—Firing 
on the Valencia Disavowed. 
Mr. Calhoun Puzzied. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
HAVANA, June 3.—[{By Central 
American Cable.] The Cuban newspa- 


pers reflect the popular feeling of 
anger against Americans on _ the 
island. The Diario de la Marina to- 


day attacks the American newspaper 
correspondents. Then gives its atten- 
tion to United States Consul-General 
Fitzhugh Lee, charging him with ig- 
norance of the Spanish language, and 
with being surrounded by Americans 
born in Cuba who are generally hostile 
to the Spanish government The Diario 
further reflects upon the judgment of 
the United States Consul-General. 

The Diario de Ja Marina also prints 
a letter from a correspondent in Santa 
Clara, making a savage attack upon 
the United States Consul at Sagua la 
Grande, Walter R. Barker, reflecting 
upon the*honesty and good faith of 
the reports of Mr. Barker to his gov- 
ernment. 

THE CABINET FLURRY. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The resig- 
nation of the Canovas Cabinet at 
Madrid excites much interest in offi- 
cial quarters here, owing to the possi- 
ble effect on the policy of Spain to- 
ward Cuba, and the attitude of the 
United States toward the conflict. Min- 
ister Dupuy de Lome will not discuss 
the situation publicly, but those near 
him say he takes the change philo- 
sophically, and is not greatly surprised, 
as recent events at Madrid indicated 
that the rupture was inevitable. Among 
officials familiar with the status of 
affairs, it is believed that the change 
will not involve any radical departure 
from the present policy of Spain on 
Cuba. 

Naturally the question has arisen of 
the effect of the change upon the stay 
of Minister de Lome in Washington. 
In event of a complete change of min- 
istry with a Liberal Premier and Cabi- 
net, it is understood that M. de Lome 
will place himself at the disposal of 
the new government, so that it will be 
free to continue his services or accept 
his resignation, as it sees fit. It is un- 
derstood that, personally, Minister de 
Lome would be giad to relinquish his 
onerous duties here and return to Mad- 
rid, where, prior to his appointment as 
Minister, he had been elected to the 
Cortes as a Conservative. 

THE VALENCIA INCIDENT, 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—It is said 
at the State Department that the fir- 
ing on the Ward-liner Valencia by the 
Spanish cruiser Maria Mercedes at the 
entrance of the harbor at Guantanamo, 
Cuba, is under investigation. The 
United States Vice-Consul at Cienfue- 
gos entered a protest against the con- 
duct of the Spanish officers on the 
cruisers, and the Havana officials im- 
mediately sent a naval officer down to 
Cienfvegos to make an investigation, 
upon the results of which our State De 
partment is waiting. 

ACTION DISAVOWED. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Span- 
ish government has disavowed respon- 
sibility for the action of the Meréedes 
in firing upon the Valencia. This dis- 
avowel is the result of an official pro- 
test filed with Minister de Lome by the 
State Department. The protest wgs 
based upon a communication received 
at the department from the Ward line, 
stating that the Mercedes had fired on 
the Valencia while leaving Caimerna, 
in the peaceful pursuit of her business. 

A QUEER RBSIGNATION. 

MADRID, June 3.—The resignation of 
the Cabinet and the general state of 
political uneasiness absorbs public at- 
tention. The retiring Premier, Sefior 
Canovas del Castillo, is quoted as say- 
ing that not even the members of the 
Cabinet knew of the intention to re- 
sign until the resignation had been ef- 
fected. 

The published statement that the 
Spanish government had received a 
note from the government of the United 
States disapproving of the retention 
of Gen. Weyler as Captain-General of 
Cuba is semi-officially denied. 

A STAFF-OFFICER’S TESTIMONY. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Capt. W. 
D. Smith of the Cuban army, said to, 
have been formerly on the staff of Gen. 
Gomez, was before a sub-committee 
of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations today. He supplied the com- 
mittee with many details as to the 
strength of the insurgent forces and of 
their resources, and also furnished them 
with much information regarding the 
treatment of pacifiegos and other resi- 
dents of Cuba by the Spaniards. His 
testimony was strictly guarded by the 
committee as private. 

MOST SERIOUS CRISIS. 

MADRID, June 3.—At a council of 
the Cabinet this evening, Sefior Cano- 
vas del Castillo, after explaining the 
various aspects of the situation at 
home and in the colonies, concluded 
‘by declaring that, having obtained the 
sanction of Parliament to bills for the 
financial needs of the next year, he 
deemed that the time had arrived to 
ask the crown to either ratify the 
powers of the Ministry or to confide the 
government to other hands. 

The Queen Regent formally ac- 
cepted the resignation of the Cabinet, 
and consulted with the president of the 
chamber, but as yet she has not sum- 
moned any political leader. Probably 
she will not do so until she has seen 
Gen. Mlartinez Campos, who will ar- 
rive here tomorrow morning. 

Sefior Canovas is much disappoirited 
with the responses which his advances 
in the way of reform and financia) 
plans have met in Cuba. He is also 
very loth to recall Gen. Weyler, ai- 
though aware that Weyler’s presence 
on the island and his severe policy ob- 
struct the relations of Spain with ‘the 
United States, and with the majority 
of the Cubans. Many of the Spanish 
newspapers pronounce this the most 
serious national crisis since the res- 
toration of the monarchy, and cer- 
tainly since the reign commenced. 


MR. CALHOUN PUZZLED. 


But He Will Uphold American Inter. 
ests Newerthecless. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKK.}] 

NEW YORK, June 3.—A special to 
the World from Havana, via Key West. 
says: 

“Mr. Calhoun goes home puzzled. He 
is to sail on the Ward-line steamer. 
Many contradictory stories of the in- 
surrection have been poured into his 
ears. He has declined to be inter- 


absolute assurance as to the nature of 
his views. 


Mr. Calhoun is for peace, if peace be 
possible, and if need be, for war. He 
will recomend that the war here be 
stopped at all hazards. He will urge 
in support of his position the condi- 
tions’ of Americans and American inter- 
esis here, and, with more force, the 
{rightful condition of the country folk 
which he knows from personal experi- 
ence. So in the long run Mr. Calhoun 
Will see President McKinley, and with 
whatever weight he has, the Presi- 
dent's personal representative will sug- 
gest that Spain bt told that war on 
women and children’in the island of 
Cuba must cease. 

“The Ruiz investigation is closed. As 
predicted, the matter is exactly where 
Gen. Lee left it in February last. At 
the conclusion of the investigation, Dr. 
Congostos prepared a report which he 
requested Gen. Lee to sign. In it he 
said that Ruiz had been treated as a 
guest of the nation; had a mattress 


| and pillows, good food; the attention of 


nurses, and all, in fact, that any man 
could wish. This in reality was based 
on evidence which Gen. Lee declined 
to consider. So Gen. Lee declined posi- 
tively to sign the report which Dr. 
Congostos submitted. Mr. Calhoun will 
support Gen. Lee absolutely. 

“The war for food has begun in Ha- 
vana. “In Anton Ricio street on May 
31 fcur small shopkeepers were mur- 
dered most brutally, one being decapi- 
tated, and the skulls of the others 
crushed with a hammer. The money 
was left in the tills. The crimes were 
committed for food. 

“A captain, lieutenant and fifty-eight 
soldiers have been brought here as 
prisoners from Campo Florida and 
compelled to be shot because they 
gave arms and. ammunition to the 
Cubans. It is now esaid that the sell- 
ing of cartridges to the insurgents is 
common in Havana province, as the 
soldiers lack money for food. 

“Gen. Weyler has annouriced'§ that 
his reconcentration decrees apply to 
Santiago de Cuba and Puerto Prin- 
cipe provinces. A distinguished Ameri- 
can soldier on hearing this calle@ at- 
tention to the fact that while the 
four western provinces were declared 
pacified, Gen. Weyler kept five times 
as many troops in them as he did in 
the two eastern provinces. which were 
admitted to be in the hands of rebels.” 


WEYLER A MONSTER. 


Former Deputy Baroetita Exposes 
the General's Duplicity. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, June 3.—The Herald 
says that Sefior Santiago Barroetta, 
who, until recently was a deputy in 
the provincial Assembly at Santa Clara 
province, Cuba, is at present in this 
city, while the agents of Gen. Weyler 
are still looking for him, in order to 
bring him before a court-martial in 
Havana. His address in this city is 
known to only a few trusted frends. 
Sefior Barroetta, referring to his ex- 
perience, to a close friend said: 

“My troubles with Gen. Weyler be- 
gan when, some time ago, I refused to 
side with him against his bitter foe, 
the Marquis of Apezteguia, the leader 
of the Conservative party in Cuba. 
After vainly trying to enlist my codper- 
ation—in his fight against the leaders 
of my own party, the general sought 
to have revenge on me by implicating 
me in frauds discovered in his own 
military administration in Santa, Clara 
province, in which Sefior Meneto Vidal 
appears as a leading character. 

“Orders for my arrest were issued by 
Gen. Weyler, who brought all the 
charges he could think of against me, 
even that of being a rebel sympathizer, 
and ordered that I be brought before 
a court-martial of his own partisans. 
Warned by high officials, I was able to 
hide until an opportunity offered. I 
boarded at Cienfuegos a vessel for 
Boston. 

“While I was in hiding, I received a 
note sent to my home by Gen. Weyler, 
offering to forgive and forget every- 
thing if I gave myself up. I did not. 
however, heed his offer, because I 
learned that only the day before he 
had one of my own servants tortured 
in order to extort from him a confes- 
sion of my whereabouts. 

“Arriving in Boston a few days ago, 
I at once took the train-for this city, 
where I will remain only a few days 
before sailing for Spain, where I will 
lay before the government the proofs 
of the frauds committed in the mili- 
tary administration in Cuba, in which 
Gen. Weyler has had a great share. 
My object in remaining here a few 
days is for the purpose of issuing a 
pamphlet exposing the frauds and cor- 
ruption of the administration under 
Gen. Weyler in Cuba. I will mail a 
copy of my book to every leading po- 
litical man in Spain, as well as in 
Cuba before leaving this country.” 

The Herald has obtained a copy of 
this book. It appeals to the Prime 
Minister to appoint a royal commis- 
sion and send it to Cuba to invéstigate 
every charge made in the book. ° 
Referring to Gen. Weyler’s report as 
to the pacification of the provinces, 
Sefior Barroetta ridicules the idea, and 
declares that the alleged pacification is 
only part of a scheme between Weyler 
and his supporters in Madrid to keep 
him in power. Sefior Barroetta quotes 
in his book official as well as private 
documents, which he says he is willing 
to produce to support all his asser- 
tions. 

He declares that under the adminis- 
tration of Gen. Weyler, every official 
place in Cuba is for sale. Every eccle- 
siastical position has its prize. He 
closes the book with a declaration that 
Gen. Weyler is really a monster, and 
is well described by the American 
press. His crimes, he says, are a dis- 
honor to Spain, and unless the evils 
are corrected he regards as certain the 
loss of Cuba to Spain. 


FIRE AT ALEXANDRIA. 


Greatest Conflagration in the His- 
tory of the City.

ALEXANDRIA (Va.,) June 3.—The 
greatest conflagration that ever vis- 
ited Alexandria broke out in Brvan’s 
fertilizing mill on the river front very 
shortly after midnight and raged with 
great fury about eight hours, causing 
a total damage (including the loss of 
time to the mills, ete.,) of from $450,000 
to $500,000, partly insured. The entire 
block bounded by Le Strange, Duke, 
Union and Prince streets, was almost 
completely wiped out, only one ware- 
house with its contents being saved.

rose. The other paragraphs up to 179 
(lead) were agreed to as reported. The 
lead paragraph went over by mutual 
consent. Paragraphs 181 and ‘82 (me- 
tallic mineral substances and mica) 
went over at the request of Mr. Pen- 
rose, and 183 (nickel) at the request 
of Mr. McBride. 

The bill was laid aside ai 5 o'clock, 
and Mr. White asked Mr. Allison as 
to his plans fer going on with the su- 
gar schedule, which was but four pages 
beyond the point now reached. If it 
was to go over to Jext week, Senators 
ought to know it in advance. 

Mr. Allison said plain hai been 
made to have the schedule go ever. 
But much would depend on the health 
of Mr. Aldrich, who was now contned 
to his room. 

“fF think all will agree,’ said Mr. 
Vest, “that we ought to dispose of that 
schedule without any dciay. lt is an 
irritating and nasty subject, though a 
sweet one; full of scandal and suspi- 
cion, and I want it settled and out of 
the Senate.” 

Mr. Pettigrew wanted the consid- 
eration of the sugar schedule fixed for 
next Wednesday, as he was to be gone 
early in the week. No agreement was 
reached, however. 

At Mr. Alilison’s request it was 
agreed to meet at ll a.m. tomorrow, it 
being understood that the early meet- 
ing was for tomorrow only. At 5:10 
o’clock the Senate went into executive 
session and soon after adjourned. 

HOUSE—The House proceedings to- 
day were enlivened by a single incident, 
the attempt of Mr. Terry of Arkansas 
to secure consideration, as a privileged 
matter, of a resolution for the immedi- 
ate .appointment of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. It was rulcd out of or- 
der, and an appeal taken from the de- 
cision of the chair was laid on the 
table by a strict party vote. 

Mr. Simpson, the Populist leader, 
Was absent, and several bills were 
passed by unanimous consent. The 
Frye Bill, to prevent collisions in cer- 
tain harbors, rivers and inland waters 
of the United States, and the Senate 
resolution for the relief of the El Paso 
flood sufferers, amended so as to make 
the appropriation of $10,000 available 
out of the unexpended balance of the 
appropriation for the Mississippi flood 
sufferers, was passed, and the confer- 
ence report on the Indian Appropria- 
tion Bill was adopted. 

Mr. Terry arose as soon as the jour- 
nal had been approved. His question of 
privilege, he said, vitally affected the 
rights and privileges of the House. 

“IT am a Southern man and a Demo- 
crat,” said he. “I believe in justice and 
hate injustice ——” 

Here the Speaker interrupted him 
rather sharply, and directed him _ to 
state his question of privilege. There- 
upon Mr. Terry read a long resolution 
with several “‘wherases,”” which he had 
prepared. It recited the interest the 
people had in the Cuban question, the 
passage of the belligerency resolution 
by the Senate, the necessity for its due 
and orderly consideration by a com- 
mitee of the House, and concluded 
with a déclaration of the situation of 
the House, that the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs should be immediately 
appointed. Mr. Terry asked to be heard 
on the point. Shouts of “regular or- 
punctuated the confusion. 

“Does the gentleman appeal from the 
chair’s decision?” asked the Speaker. 

Mr. Terry seemed to evade a direct 
answer to the Speaker's question, which 
| Was several times repeated, by shout- 
'ing that he had auihorities to dem- 
onstrate that a. question of this sort 
should be decided by the House, not 
by the Speaker. Then the Speaker 
dropped his gavel with a resounding 
whack, and directed Mr. Terry to re- 
sume his seat. But, subsequently, when 
Mr. Terry declared that he intended to 
enter an appeal, the Speaker enter- 
tained it. 

Mr. Payne immediately moved ‘to lay 
the appeal on the table, and with Mr. 
Terry still clamoring to be heard, the 
vote was taken, and the motion, on a 
rising vote, carried, 99 to 60. The 
yeas and nays were demanded by Mr. 
Terry, and the roll was called. The 
appeal was laid on the table by 90 to 
65: present and paired, 28. 

Mr. Richardson of Tennessee took 
oceasion to taunt the Republican side 
with siting idly by while thousands of 
bills which could be considered, were 
slumbering. Many of these bills were 
for the relief of old soldiers. 

Mr. Payne said: “We don’t pro- 
pose to lay a single straw in the way 
of the Senate's action on the Tariff 
Bill.”” [Republican applause.] As to 
the old soldiers, they would be taken 
care of as soon as the treasury could 
be replenished. “The Republicans,”’ 
he continued, “have confidence in their 
Executive. They are willing to trust 
him to take care of the Cuban situa- 
tion. But he must be given time to 
examine the situation.” 

“How much time?” in quired Mr. King 
of Utah (Dem.) 

“Certainly enough time to send a 
commissioner to Cuba to report on the 
situation,””’ replied Mr. Payne. 

With some passion, Mr. Payne also 
declared that the Republicans to a 
man stood by the Speaker. 

“We have sat by day after day,” he 
eaid, “and seen him insulted, because 
we know insults from that side of the 
House could not hurt him. We saw 
it tried tn 1890 and 1891. We saw him 
attacked, Insulted and even abused 
with foul names, but the abuse re- 
coiled upon its authors, and the com- 
mittee sustained the Speaker. Evi- 
dently there are still those over there 
(pointing to the Democratic side) who 
believe they can gain some notoriety 
or fame by hurling insults at the 
Speaker, because his place in the chair 
stops him from defending himself.” 
[Republican applause.] © 

Mr. Payne’s remarks aroused the 
Democrats, and several of them desired 
to reply. Mr. Payne cut them off by 
demanding the  vrevious question. 
Then, at 3:59 e«'’clock the House ad- 
journed until Monday. 

SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Fi- 
nance Committee of the Senate resumed 
its sessions at the Arlington Hote] to- 
night. There had been no meeting cf 
the committee for several nights owing 
to the illness of Senator Aldrich. The 
meeting took the form of a general 
conference on the Tariff Bill. 

The schedule relating to lumber oc- 
cupied much of the time. Senator Wil- 
son of Washington asked for the im- 
position of duties as follows: Board, 
planed one side, 50 cents per i900 feet: 
boards, planed on two sides, $1 per 
1000 feet: grooved and planed, two sides 
$1.50 and shingles, 30 cents per 16v0. 
The committee did nothing with the 
amendments except to promise to take 
them under advisement. '

TEXAS TORNADO. 


RESIDENCES AT FORT WORTH 
BLOWN FROM FOUNDATIONS. 


Two Men Injured at Artinaton. 
Fears Expressed for Wheat and 
Oat Crops—Heavy Wind «nd 
Downpour of Rain. 


WR ASSOCIATED PRESS WINE] 

DALLAS (Tex.,) June 3.—A severe 
wind and rain storm prevailed today 
throughout a good portion of Northern 
Texas. The wheat and oat crops are 
just about ripe for harvesting, and 
fears are expressed from all sources 
that these crops have been greatly 
damaged. At Ft. Worth the blow was 
unusually severe in a portion of the 
city, and some twefity residences In two 
wards were blown from their founda- 
tions and otherwise damaged, Some 
emall grain is flat on the ground along 
the path of the wind, 

At Arlington, sixteen miles east of 
Ft. Worth, a dozen of tore houses 
were blown off their blocks or ufh- 
roofed, and a number of houses on the 
prairie for several miles around the 
town shared a like fate. The justice of 
the peace of the precinct, B. G. Lasater, 
and L. J. Prose were in a tenement 
house which was blown to atoms, both 
men being badly hurt, the former, it is 
feared, fatally. 

At Grand Prairie, four miles east of 
Arlington, six houses, including two 
store buildings, were blown from their 
foundations and badly d@maged. From 


Richland, Weatherford, ftasca, Ennis, 
Willis Point, McKinney, Crandall, Cor- 
sicana, Gainesville, Terrell and other 


towns within a radius of seventy miles 
come reports of heavy wind and ter- 
rific downpour of rain.

AN INFANT INDUSTRY WHICH NEEDS 
PROTECTION. 

Robert Andrews writes from Dag- 
gett, Cal., to Tur Times, desiring to be 
informed “whether the United States 
government pensions mothers of trip- 
lets on that account alone, now or at 
any time previous.”” The esteemed 
correspondent is informed that, so far 
as we are aware, the laws of the gov- 
ernment make no provision for pen- 


sioning either the mothers or the 
fathers of triplets “‘on that account 
alone.” This is plainly an oversight 


on the part of the law-making power, 
and it is well that this defect in our 
statutory laws has been shown to 
exist. 

A great deal can be said in favor 
of pensioning the mothers of triplets; 
for it is clear to the unbiased mind 
that in thus generously augmenting 
cae population they are performing a 
service for their country which de- 
serves recognition. Almost if not 
quite as much can be said in favor of 
pensions for the fathers of triplets, 
and any law that may be passed which 
leaves them to run at large in the pas- 
ture-lot, so to speak, would be mani- 
festly defective and unjust. By all 
means, let this serious oversight be 
remedied as soon and as effectually as 
possible. 

At the present moment, Congress is 
engaged in the consideration of an- 
other question equally as important 
as that of triplets—to wit, the tariff. 
It may not be practicable to side- 
track the tariff discussion in order to 
pass a bill pensioning the parents of 
triplets, but it will hardly be denied 
that this question should be taken up, 
at the latest, immediately after the 
tariff is disposed of. The extra ses- 
sion should certainly not adjourn with- 
out furnishing the needed relief. 

The House of Representatives is at 
the present time doing practically noth- 
ing. Why should it not, pending the 
action of the Senate on the Tariff 
Bill, take up the question of triplets 
in its well-known, businesslike way? 
Probably protracted discussion 
would be necessary, as nearly every 
Congressman would naturally feel 
more or less sympathy for the good 
work, and all must recognize the jus- 
tice and urgency of the cause. It is 
true the House is not yet in working 
order for general legislation, as 
Speaker Reed ‘has not. appointed the 
committees. But this obstacle is not 
necessarily insuperable. No reasonable 
doubt can be entertained that if the 
case were properly brought tothe at- 
tention of the Speaker, he could be in- 
dueed to appoint, at least, a Commit- 
tee on Triplets, and thus the House 
would be enabled to go ahead with 
the work of remedial legislation -while 
awaiting the deliberations of the Sen- 
ate on the tariff question. 

If this scheme should prove imprac- 
ticable, upon trial, some other plan o 


campaign should be adopted by the | 


friends of the triplet industry. 
that the movement has been: as we 
may say, initiated, it should not be 
permitted to lag. There can be no 
successful denial that the prompt en- 
actment of the needed legislation by 
Congress would tend strongly to re- 
vive some of our drooping industries. 
and would give increased employment 
to many deserving men and women 
in the country. Why, then, should we 
besitate”? 

Of course it “goes without saying” 
that there should be a good big tariff 
éuty on imported triplets—d’ duty, in 
soiot of fact, which would be prac- 


tically if net wholly prohibitory. This 
is one of our infant industries which 
should be protected at all hazards. 
It is a home product which must be 
fostered and encouraged. Our domes- 
tic producers of triplets should no 
longer be obliged to compete with the 
pauper-made triplets of Great Britain 
and the continent, not to mention the 
rest of the world. We, as a nation, 
cannot be expected to pension the 
parents of all the triplets produced in 
the world. It is evident that unless 
an adequate restrictive tariff duty be 
imposed, we are in danger of being 
overwhelmed with an influx of trip- 
lets from abroad, and the industry 
would be virtually crushed out in this 
country. 

It is therefore more than apparent 
that triplet schedule should be added 
to or inserted in the pending Tariff 
Bill, even at the expense of a few days’ 
delay in the final passage of that 


measure. Perhaps the desired end 
might be attained by means of an 
amendment in the House, when the 
bill again goes to that body. At all 
events, the matter could probably be 
arranged in the joint conference which 
_will doubtless be found necessary be- 
fore the bill can be passed. Our Sen- 
ators and Representatives will be ex- 
pected to do what is for the best in 
the premises, now that their attention 
has been drawn to the emergency. 
With the joint aid of a suitable 
bounty on the domestic product and 
adequate protection against the pau-

The retirement of Premier 
Canovas del Castillo, if succeeded by 
the formation of a Liberal Cabinet, 
with Sefior Sagasta as Premier, will 
result in the withdrawal of Gen. Wey- 
ler from Cuba and probably in the re- 
turn of Martinez Campos to the Gov- 
ernor-generalship. Gen. Campos has 
the respect, even, of his enemies, and 
with his return to Cuba a more hu- 
mane regime would be inaugurated, 
which might possibly be followed by a 
peaceful solution of the difficulty.

A dispatch from Astoria, Or., to a 
San Francisco paper, mentions a re- 
port that Collis P. Huntington has 
purchased a large tract of real estate 
there, and proposes to make Astoria 
the northern terminus of the Oregon 
lines controlled by the Central+Pacific, 
that being the closest seaport to the 
Orient. Only a few days ago it was 
reported that Mr. Huntington was go- 
ing to make a big seaport out of Guay- 
mas. Perhaps Uncle Collis is doing a 
little bluffing, in order to try to bring 
the people of California to terms. He 
is quite capable of that sort of thing. 


If only half is true that is told by 
those who are well informed on the 
subject, the recent revolt at San Quen- 
tin should not be permitted to go into 
history without a thorough overhaul- 
ing of that institution. It is said that 
the consumption of morphine and 
other drugs, and the practice of the 
grossest forms of immorality, are so 
common within the prison walls as to 
be the rule rather than the exception.

How the Unesthetic Fentures of an 


Electric Street-car Line May 
Be Avoided,

The Repaving of South Main Street. 
Trif_ling with Architects—Build- 
Record for May Miscellaneous 
Building Notes. 


The real estate business has been 
comparatively dull for the past week, 
transactions being mainly confined to 
exchanges. There are a good many 
properties in and around Los Angeles 
that are mortgaged pretty well “up to 
the handle,” and the only chance for 
the owners is to make a trade, either 
of the equity for whatever can be ob- 
tained in exchange, from a plug horse 
to a quarter section in Kansas, or else 
to trade the property for some other 
property that is not quite so heavily in- 
cumbered. 

TOO MANY DEALERS. 

The city directory shows that there 
are in Los Angeles 366 real estate deal- 
ers, or one for every day in the year, 
when it is leap year. It is no wonder 
that complaints are made of dull busi- 
ness, when the business has to be di- 
vided among so many people. At an 
average commission of 4 per cent. it 
would need sales of $50,000 a day to 
give these people $5 a day each, and 
this would not begin to cover the aver- 
age expenses. The fact is, however, 
that most of the real estate business 
in Los Angeles is done by about 5 per 
cent. of this army of dealers. Another 
10 per cent. make a fair living, while 
the rest eke out an existence by adding 
outside branches, such as renting prop- 
erty, making loans, doing an insurance 
business, and so forth. 


THE NORTHWEST. 


It is reported that the Pasadena and 
Pacific Railway Company will build a 
branch electric road, running from 
Echo Park to the west end of the Ely- 
sian Park, as soon as work on the new 
Santa Monica cut-off shall be finished. 
If this is done, the route now followed 
by the mule-car line, which belongs to 
the Pasadena and Pacific company, will 
probably be followed. It runs up Utah 
street as far as Baxter street, near the 
northern city limits. 

The Times has frequently called at- 
tention to th pportunities for the in- 
vestment of capital which exists in the 
northwestern part of the city, where 
the views are even more extended and 
picturesque than in the Westlake Park 
section, which has been so rapidly set- 
tled up during the past few years. 
Land is at present held at very low 
prices in the northwestern part of town, 
as compared with other sections of the 
city at equal distance from the busi- 
ness center. Within three miles of the 
Courthouse acreage may be purchased 
for about $250 per acre. This section 
has all the advantages of the Cahuenga 
Valley foothills, being free from frost, 
and, besides, is within twenty minutes’ 
ride of First and Spring streets, as soon 
as an electric line shall have been built 
in that direction. 


AN IDEAL BOULEVARD. 


In regard to the proposed boulevard 
to Pasadena, the question of whether 
or not a line of railroad shall be per- 
mitted to run on the boulevard, is 
one that will undoubtedly lead to much 
discussion. There is strong opposition 
to the idea of having a street-car 
track on the boulevard, and some have 
gone so far as to say that in case a 
street railroad should be allowed, they 
would not indorse or assist the project. 
On the other hand, some owners of 
property through which it is expected 
that the boulevard will run, would not 
consider their property much ad- 
vanced in value unless a stree}-car line 
should be provided. | 

In this connection, it should be re- 
membered that a, street-car line does 
not necessarily mean a Jong row of 
rough, ugly poles on each side of the 
street, such as we are accustomed to 
in Los Angeles. By adopting a plan 
that is common in some of the large 
cities of the East and Europe, the 
drawbacks of the trolley line, from an 
esthetic point of view, are reduced to 
a minimum. A single iron pole, with 
two arms of neat and artistic design, 
is placed in the middle of the street, 
on each side of which is a hedge of 
privet or some other shrub to the 
height of about three feet. 

The following design for such a 
beulevard has been drawn for The 
Times by Franck Van Vleck, the elec- 
trical and mechanical engineer of this 
city, who has devoted much attention 
to the subject: 


termed the grass plot, for any electric 
way becomes the park way by being 
merely grassed over. This suggestion 
any electric road would welcome, 
for it saves the cost of expensive pav- 
ing and maintenance of same. As for 
repairs, it is easier to remove sod than 
to dig up asphalt, or even macadamiz- 
ing. In the center of this parkway is 
planted a continuous row of palms, or 
other plants. Incidentally, these serve 
to cover the trunks of the less artistic 
portions of the electric railway poles. 
These center electric railway poles 
should not be the unmitigated nuisance 
which the railways have heretofore in- 
flicted on a long-suffering public, but 
a studied effort to obtain symmetry 
and perfect effect, and at the same 
time an enhanced value for railway 
— to carry wires and to supply 
ights, & light to be provided if possi- 
ble on each fifth or sixth pole. Far 
more ornate poles are in uce in Euro- 
pean cities, where all municipal or 
street improvements are carried out de- 
cently and in order. The enjoyable 
double-deck car, which the people have 
long sighed for in this climate, would 
soon come, 

At each side of the carriage roadway 
is the bicycle way. The width, as 
shown in the plan, is moderate—six 
feet—and could with advantage be 
made wider. Finally, there is the foot 
promenade, which is too narrow, but 
should be made as much wider as the 
ideas of the property-owners would al- 
low. 

The whole idea of a boulevard pre- 
supposes width. Anything less than 120 
feet defeats the purpose for which it 
was brought into existence. Washing- 
ton, the finest avenued city of the 
world, would not be what it is except 
for its wide streets, some of them of 
the seemingly prodigious width of 200 
feet. Was it not the highest patriotism 
of our government to call in the serv- 
ices of a forecigner—Baron Hausmann— 
which prompted the _ revolutionary 
founders to design for them the great 
avenues, a work which in their ignor- 
ance they felt’could not property do 
for the good of the republic’s poster- 
ity? Do we of today ever question their 
far-seeing sagacity in this matter? Yet 
without a doubt, the Baron had to 
fight for every foot in width he de- 
manded for the new republican boule- 
vards, hampered as he was by the 
narrow-minded ideas of roads gained 
by the statesmen of their roads in Vir- 
ginia or Massachusetts, then ample to 
them if only twenty feet in width. 
These wide avenues now stand as much 
a monument to them and to their 
ability to peer into the country’s future 
needs, as does the Constitution. 

If this is in truth the Italy of the 
United States, why should not the lux- 
uries of Italy in addition to its cli- 
mate, be supplied to our guests and 
settlers? We havea climate which will 
grow the trees of all the zones, but 
where is the street, road, or boule- 
vard bordered with them? As it is now, 
we have nothing comparable even to 
the grand alameda of the City of Mex- 
ico, leading to the capitol on the 
heights of Chapultepec. 

Boulevards or avenues are not put 
through without many and almost in- 
superable difficulties, but when once 
through, who can question the great 
gain to the city, or even the country? 
Why is Paris the great pleasure-seek- 
ers’ Mecca of the world? In one word— 
because of its boulevards. The memory 
of the Champs Elysees is almost the 
memory of Paris itself. These great 
avenues did not come by chance, but 
by the indomitable force of the first 
Napoleon, followed up by En?perors 
and Presidents of the French republic. 
By purchase, by force, even by mus- 
kets, were these boulevards put 
through. But where is the man in all 
France but will justly say that these 
investments were the best ever made 
in the interest of the FPrench nation? 
Even financially considered, they have 
returned a hundred fold value to the 
property, mutilated or changed. Nor 
is Paris the only city with great streets. 
The minds of traveled Americans re- 
vert in memory to the beautiful Unter 
den Linden of Berlin, or the Ring 
Strasse of Vienna, and sigh for the 
lack of these same scenes in our own 
country. 

Land is now cheap in Los Angeles. It 
is rapidly rising in value. The barley 
field of today is the business thorough- 
fare of tomorrow. Rights of way that 
may be had for the asking in 1897 may 
cost hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in 1900. What is to be done in the line 
of boulevards must be done quickly. 

MAIN-STREET PAVING. 

The following, from the Commercial 
Bulletin, in regard to the proposed re- 
paving of Main street, from First to 
Ninth, is in accord with views that 
have been frequently expressed in The 
Times. If the property-owners on Main 
street wish to see that street take the 
position which belongs to it, they will 
have to wake up, and move along with 
the procession: 

‘Main street stretches the 
southern limits of the city to near the 
northern boundary at Eastlake Park. 
It is a wide and nearly a _ straight 
street. It ought to be the great mu- 
nicipal artery for traffic and the best 
retail business street in the city. It 
would be, had not the policy which is 
now creating this opposition to im- 
provement dominated the majority of 
the property holders in the past. Broad- 
way, astreet unknown to business until 
a few years ago, grows right along, 
and property on it becomes more and 
more valuable, because a liberal spirit 
on the part of most of those who’ own 
the property has made a modern street 
of it. Spring street has, in the main, 
held its own, because the same spirit 
has largely prevailed. 

“It is said that at this time there 
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ectural fraternity arising over the con- 
Sect of the vestry of St. John’s Church 
in awarding the job of erecting a $10,- 
000 church to an architect who was not 
in the competition—first having rejected 
all the other plans. It seems that there 
was opposition in the vestry to opening 
the job for competing plans, but this 
was overcome and plans were invited. 
About twenty-five architects of both 
Oakland and San Francisco responded 
and the tenders presented a high de- 
gree of architectural taste and skill. 
The opposition in the vestry, however, 
though defeated in the first instance 
was not stilled and in the final bout it 
succeeded in throwing out all the plans 
and giving the job to Architect Walter 
Mathews of Tenth street and Broad- 
way, Oakland, who had no plans in the 
competition. 

“The competing architects would have 
had no complaint if Mr. Mathews had 
been selected in the first instance, or 
even if he had had plans in and so 
been accepted, even were his proffered 
plans modified; but they do object to 
treatment which plainly reveals that 
the vestry is a shuffling, indecisive 
body and that they have been trified 
with. It would seen that it would be 
wise for the architects to get together 
and adopt a rule, that, before they 
would go into a competition, each 
should exact an agreemnt with the 
owner that, in the event of all plans 
being rejected, the subsequent compe- 
tition should be narrowed to the same 
competitors, and so on until one of the 
original competitors is selected; as it 
is boards and bodies appear to think 
that the time and labor of an architect 
is worthless, and that he has nothing 
to do but draw plans for play. 

BUILDING.

Los Angeles Must Be Watchfal. 

{The Examiner, June 1:] The peo- 
ple of Los Angeles and the southern 
counties are doing well to be fore- 
handed and vigilant in their fight to 
secure the expenditure of the money 
appropriated for San Pedro Harbor. It 
is a grave national scandal that such 
precautions, such continuous endeavor 
should be necessary after the justice of 
these claims has been so abundantly 
demonstrated. It is to be deplored 
that a Cabinet officer should be found 
to place himself in the position of the 
lawyer who puts in “a time demurrer,” 
alleging by way of excuse reasons 
which might be made with little change 
to apply to almost every appropriation 
clause in a River and Harbor Bill. A 
lawyer who wants delay never has 
much difficulty in finding what he 
terms “uncertainty” in the allegations 
or provisions by which he is’ con- 
fronted. 
was ready and anxious to give effect 
to the will of Congress, he would have 
no trouble in overcoming the difficul- 
ties which he has disco¥Vered in the 
same way that similar difficulties have 
been met in the case of other appro- 
priations. To carry out the excuse of 
the Secretary of War to their logic, 
would be to require Congress to in- 
clude minute plans and specifications 
for work in every river and harbor bill. 
It has been the practice to entrust such 
matters to the Engineering Bureau. 

Let every credit that is possible be 
given to Secretary Alger for honest in- 
tention. It may be his misfortune, not 
his fault, that he appears to_ have 
lined up on the side of Mr. Hunting- 
ton. We cannot accord to Mr. Hunt- 
ington the Same courtesy regarding 
honesty of intention that has been of- 
fered in the case of Mr. Alger. It is 
plain that Mr. Huntington still covets 
that three million dollars, which he 
hoped would go to his private harbor 
at Santa Monica. Mr. Huntington is a 
dangerous man, and he never sleeps 
and never lets go a chance. He ap- 
pears to have Secretary Alger on his 
side, and the way of San Pedro is 
blocked. The people of the southern 
counties give large Republican majori- 
ties. It would be natural to suppose 
they might have quite a reasonable in- 
fluence with this administration. They 
are a unit on this question, the justice 
of their position has been absolutely 
proved—not once, but three times—and 
yet the administration sides with Mr. 
Huntington.

In the plan, as above outlined, a 
boulevard at least 120 feet wide is con- 
templated. A width of 100 feet would 
scarcely suffice, as it would not be 
easy to treat it well, from a scenic 
Standpoint. Even at a width of 120 
feet, many of the features will be 
cramped. Provision should be made, as 
above shown, for all classes of traffic, 
including pedestrians, bicyclists, car- 
riages and electric cars, each having a 
division of the boulevard to itself. 

The drawing shows, as the main 
feature, two driveways, each twenty- 
eight feet in width. The two driveways 
provide the neces@&ary condition of 
keeping’ the traffic of the right and 
left side to its proper place, and se- 
curing more freedom from possible col- 
lisions. The center” space between 
drives shows the parkway, or electric 
way. as it is possible to employ it 
for both purposes. It keeps the high 
speed electric service frorh the road- 


ways, where it should not be tolerated, 
and outs the ratle in whet might be

ALL ALONG THE LINE, 


With tobacco culture a mere experi- 
ment in every county of the State ex- 
cept Santa Clara, would it not be a 
good idea for our Chamber of Com- 
merce to offer prizes for the best sam- 
ples of tobacco to be grown in the 
county of Los Angeles? It might be 
‘the means of rendering some farms 
profitable which have not hitherto paid 
current expenses. 


The Fiesta Committee probably will 
discover that circulars requesting busi- 
ness men to subscribe to the fiesta 
fund are not so efficacious as personal 
solicitation by a, man who knows them 
and knows his business. It is easier 
to drop a circular into the waste- 
basket than to give good reasons for 
declining to contribute money to a 
fund for the promotion of the general 
good. The financial agent of the fiesta 
has been a very important factor in 
the success of the enterprise. 


Our fruit stands are filled with rasp- 
berries brought all the way from New- 
castle, in Placer county, about forty 
miles east of Sacramento. Fruit men 
say they ripen better and earlier up 
there because of the hot nights which 
we never have. No matter how warm 
is the day at Los Angeles, the nights 
are always cool. Perhaps Los An- 
geles can better afford to pay cash to 
Newcastle for raspberries than to part 
with her cool nights. Still there are 
places much nearer home where fruits 
can be grown and ripened under the 
Newcastle conditions. 


The list of vessels now loading lum- 
ber at Puget Sound ports for San 
Pedro is four, with none for any other 
Southern California port, except San 
Diego, which claims one, with a ton- 
nage of 327 tons. The four vessels 
loading for San Pedro are the schoon- 
ers Peerless, Challenger, George W. 
‘Watson and Charles E. Falk, with a 
total tonnage of 1213 tons. A list of 
inward-bound vessels due at Port 
Townsend gives four each from San 
Pedro and San Diego, but three of the 
latter are foreign vessels coming to 
Puget Sound to load lumber for Aus- 
tralia. 


Instead of attending to their busi- 
ness, which is digging gold and making 
towns in the desert, the able-bodied 
citizens of Randsburg are holding 
meetings, resolving, appointing com- 
mittees and marching bumptiously 
about because a woman in Johannes- 
burg employs a Japanese cook in her 
boarding-house. The kickers are not 
‘the boarders in the house, and there is 
no reason to suppose that the Jap is a 
bad cook. Even if he were the worst 
cook in camp, it would seem to be none 
of Randsburg’s business. 


The curator of the department of 
herpetology in the California Academy 
of Sciences, Mr. Van Denburgh, writes 
to the Pasadena News to say that 
there is no doubt but the “Gila mon- 

* ster’ is armed with plenty of poison 
in his magazine, although there are oc- 
casions when his bite may not prove 
fatal. The gentleman might have 
added that, as the animal moves very 
slowly, can easily be avoided, and is 
aroused with difficulty to anger, no- 
body need fear its bite. If the curator 
had told where the Gila monster carries 
his poison, his letter would have been 
more convincing. 


Who will set the pace in asparagus 
culture for export to the East? The 
celery crop of Santa Ana county is 
virtually sold in advance every winter, 
and none of it east of Chicago, and 
there is no reason why the same cities 
should not take all the asparagus we 
can send them in March and April. 
The agricultural experts agree that it 
will grow on lands strongly impreg- 
nated with alkali. Then there are the 
French artichokes, which ought to 
bring good prices in the Atlantic cities. 
Just as long as men produce cheap 
things, just so long they will be in 
debt. Let them produce what rich 
people will pay big prices for, and 
they will soon have balances to their 
credit at the banks. 


Has the word “desert” any signifi- 
cance whatever? If so, what does it 
mean? Certainly there was no part of 
California more desolate and forbid- 
ding than Antelope Valley was ten 
years ago. But yesterday The Times 
had a call from Editor Melick of the 
Pasadena News, who has just returned 
from a business trip to that locality— 
his former “stomping ground,” and he 
carried in his hand a limb of an almond 
tree on which were over 180 almonds, 
and the twig was not an inch thick. 
These were grown without irrigation 
on a tract of desert land, so called, 
and Mr. Melick says the limb is a 
fair average only. He thinks that the 
orchard will yield $125 per acre at the 
present prices of almonds. The nuts, 
which do not fully ripen till the middle 
of September, are very large for so 
early a period in the season, and are 
calculated to impress one favorably 
with Antelope Valley as a fruit-produc- 
ing region.

MRS. SHANNON FOOLED THRE& 
CITY OFFICIALS. | 


Under Cover of Night Removed Her 
Building and Finished the Foun- 
dation the Next Night — Her 
Workmen Arrested on the Spot. 


Mrs. John Shannon is a woman of un- 
yielding determination. She cannot be 
bent from her fixed purpose by petty 
ordinances, or deflected from her busi- 
ness policy by the interference of all 
the departments of the city govern: 
ment. The Superintendent of Buildings 
is her plaything; she makes sport of 
the Fire Chief, and the Board of Fire 
Commissioners, and as for the police 
force, of which her husband is a well- 
known member, she handles it as she 
pleases. The city officials would not 
have acknowledged three days ago 
that a woman, single-handed, could 
outwit them all, but they were forced 
to confess yesterday that the facts were 
against them. 


After trifling with the Fire Commis- 
sioners last Wednesday, Mrs. Shan- 
non amused herself with Superintend- 
ent of Buildings Stratton. She had al- 
ready moved the St. Helena House to 
the back of her lot on Broadway, when 
she sought the permit for which she 
had already denied having made appli- 
cation, Superintendent Stratten em- 
phatically told her that she must en- 
case her building with brick, if she 
wished to secure the legal permit, and 
gave her a week to consider the mat- 
ter. He says she promised not to at- 
tempt to complete the work on the 
foundation. It was supposed the mat- 
ter would rest there, But the persons 
who did the supposing reckoned with- 
out Mrs. Shannon. 

Early yesterday morning Fire Chief 
Moore was called out to a fire. As he 
drove down on the run he 
was startled out of his usual peace of 
mind to discover three men at work, 
hammer and nails, trowel and mortar, 
on the foundation of the St. Helena 
House under the personal supervision 
of Mrs. Shannon. The fire demanded 
his first attention, then he returned to 
Broadway, to find that under cover of 
night Mrs. Shannon’s workmen had al- 
most completed their work, and the 
mischief was practically done. A com- 
plaint was at once sworn out against 
the three workmen, J. A. Kenworthy, 
J.C. Smith and J. W. Jacobs, charging 
them with a misdemeanor, and they 
were arrested. They immediately de- 
posited $5 bail apiece, presumably sup- 
plied By Mrs. Shannon, and were at 
once released. In the afternoon they 
were arraigned in the Police Court and 
appeared with Attorneys Anderson and 
Murphy as counsel. Mrs. Shannon was 
in conspicuous evidence. On the other 
hand was arrayed all the dignity, law 
and safety of the city in the persons of 
Building Superintendent Stratton, As- 
sistant City Attorney Crutcher and 
Fire Chief Moore. The courtroom scene 
was a disappointment; a simple con- 
tinuance was taken until next Monday 
afternoon. 

Yesterday afternoon, Mrs. Shannon 
held the St. Helena House against all 
comers. She knew nothing of what 
was going on, except that, “Mr. Walter 
Moore and her. attorneys disagreed 
about something.” She spent the 
greater part of the afternoon seated 
on a chair in the front hallway of her 
dismantled building, while Police Offi- 
cer Cicotte patrolled the sidewalk in 
front of the premises. 

All last night a small watchman in 
a long overcoat marched up and down 
in front of thé place, puffing his du- 
deen and tapping the pavement with 
his stick. He said he was put there by 
Mrs. Shannon to see that Walter Mcore 
and the fire department did not tear 
down the house, as had heen threat- 
ened. The house was there to stay, 
he said, and there it was sure enough 
in spite of four departments of the 
government of the city of Los Angeles. 

Police Officer Cicotte said yesterday 
that the house was moved between 3 
and 5 o’clock on Sunday morning. He 
saw the house-mover there with ropes 
and rollers, and told them, when the 
forman came he wanted to see their 
permit. About 3 o’clock he was sur- 
prised to meet Mrs. Shannon as he 
passed on his beat, but she set his mind 
at rest by assuring him that they were 
not going to move the St. Helena 
House. As she was a brother oflicer’s 
wife, he was satisfied with that, and 
an hour later went off duty to be re- 
lieved by Officer Lehnhausen, 


BLOCKED THE INQUIRY. 


Secretary Denison of the Union 
Stockyards Maintains a Reserve, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CHICAGO, June 3.—J. C. Denison, 
secretary and treasurer of the Union 
Stock Yards and Transit Company, 
blocked the investigation of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today by 
refusing to produce before the commit- 
tee the books and records of his cor- 
poration. Mr. Newlin of the Texas 
Cattle-Growers’ Association asked the 
commission to issue a subpoena to com- 
pel the secretary to produce them. 

The object of the effort to bring in 
the books and records was to show 
that the railroads formerly held the 
stock and organized the stock yards’ 
company, and Mr. Newlin was desirous 
of showing the relations of these roads 
and this company at the present time. 
The railroads in their defense in the 
terminal charge filed a transcript of the 
evidence submitted by the defense in 
the suit brought im the United States 
Circuit Court by commission men 
against the receivers of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé railroad.

At the City Hall yesterday the Board 
of Police Commissioners ordered the 
discharge of Officer Kolle from the po- 
lice force. The hearing of the charges 
of incompetency and _ inefficiency 
against Officer Spencer was concluded 
and the case taken under advisement. 
A resolution was also adopted instruct- 
ing Chief Glass to present a written 
Statement showing the difficulty of en- 
forcing the law for the suppression of 
Chinese lotteries. 

At the Courthouse yesterday the trial 
of “Dr.” Hastings for the murder of 
Lillian Hattery was resumed before 
Judge Smith and a jury in Department 
One. “Dr.” Hastings took the witness 
stand in the afternoon. The State Loan 
and Trust Company has filed a suit to 
recover a judgment in the sum of $25,-

KOLLE AND SPENCER. 


TROUBLES OF A BRACE OF POLICE 
OFFICERS. 


Commissioners Discharge Kolle for 
Insubordination — Fifty Citizens 
Testify to the Esteem in Which 


Spencer is Held on the East Side. 


There was a full Board of Police 
Commissioners at the adjourned meet- 
ing yesterday. When the signal was 
given that the commissioners had 
taken their seats by the long table in 
the committee-room of the Mayor's 
office, the outer door opened, and a 
troop of East Siders, numbering not 
less than fifty, filed into the room 
and ranged themselves about the four 
walls. The reasons for this unusual 
demonstration was that the investiga- 
tion of Police Officer Spencer on 
charges of incompetency and _ineffi- 
ciency was on the calendar. The resi- 
dents of the First Ward had quit their 
offices and abandoned their daily busi- 
ness to testify en masse to the popular 
esteem in which their favorite officer 
was held among his associates. It was 
the sort of neighborly approval to 
which any citizen mignt feel proud to 
refer in after years to his wondering 
grandchildren. 

Before Officer Spencer’s case was 
entered upon, the board decided to dis- 
pose of that of Officer Kolle, who 
was given a hearing two weeks ago. A 
long communication touching on Kolle’s 
shortcomings was read by Clerk Todd. 
It recited in detail an encounter in 
which the author, Eugene Barry of 
No. 761, East Ninth street, and Kolle 
had figured. Barry was accused by 
Mrs. Kolle with attacking her bulldog 


with a hammer; hence arose an ex- 
change of unpleasant epithets, in 
which Barry got worse than he 


gave, and felt injured in his personal 
reputation and self-esteem. Out of this 
altercation sprung threats on Kolle’s 


part to do bodily injury to Barry, 
which, resulted in a hand-to-hand tus- 
sle in Barr#’s 2" store. A dip- 


' perful of water was doused in Kolle’s 


face by the irate grocer, and then they 
clinched and rolled each other on the 
floor. Kolle attempted to draw his pis- 
tol, but was disarmed by Mrs. 
Kolle, and there hostilities ceased, 
to be renewed by Barry . before 
the Police Commissioners. 

When the reading of Barry’s letter 
was concluded, Commissioner Gibbon 
said that without regard to the com- 
munication just read he would intro- 
duce the following resolution: 

“Whereas, it appears that Officer 
Kolle has during the last six months 
been guilty of actions detrimental to 
the efficiency of the police force, be it 
resolved that he be dismissed from said 
force.”’ 

The resolution was adopted without a 
dissenting vote, and Officer Kolle was 
shorn of his star. — 

Then the Commissioners settled down 

in their seats, while Chief Glass was 
dispatched to the Police Station to pro- 
cure the sergeant’s reports, upon which 
were founded the formal charges lodged 
against Officer Spencer.

HASTINGS TESTIFIES. 


ALLEGED MURDERER OF LILLIAN 
HATTERY ON THE STAND. 


-- 


Men and Women Swear as to Hast- 
ings’s Good Character—Abortion 
Justifiable in the Eyes of Dr. 
Rebecca Lee Dorsey. 


The trial of “Dr.” Calvin S. Hastings 
for the murder of Lillian Hattery has 
reached a point where the end is at 
least in sight. All of yesterday was oc- 
cupied by the introduction of testi- 
mony for the defendant, and the trial 
again drew a large crowd of spectas 
tors. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Mary L. 
Lopizich, Mrs. S. A. Hickok and Mrs. 
Lillian Coney, who live near Mrs. Mad- 
eline Martin on Philadelphia street, 
testified that her reputation for truth 
and veracity was not good. 

Henry Hastings, a brother of “Dr.” 
Hastings, testified that at the time of 
Lillian Hattery’s death he was accus- 
tomed to balance his brother's ac- 
counts. The witness said he remem- 
bered taking money from the envelupe 
marked ‘42,"" on Monday or Tuesday, 
but at that time there was no name 
on it. He also swore that the number 
“43,"" which had been scratched out, 
was on the envelope at the time he re- 
members seeing it. 

The defense then introduced a num- 
ber of witnesses to show that “Dr.” 
Hastings’s reputation for peace and 
quiet was good, and that it was cus- 
tomary for him to attire all of his pa- 
tients in gowns similar to the ones Lil- 
lian Hattery had worn while in the 
“doctor's” office. Mrs. E. T. Merrill, 
wh» lives at No. 614 South Hill street, 
testified that during the eight years 
she had known “Dr.”’ Hastings she had 
gone to his office and received electric 
treatment there. She said that when 
she went to be treated she would take 
off all of her clothing except her un- 
dergarments and don a numbered 
gown, Which was open all the way 
down in front. This gown would be fur- 
nished by “Dr.” Hastings. 

Mrs. M. L. McCloud was called, and 
gave similar testimony in regard to 
wearing one of Hastings’s gowns. Mrs. 
McCloud said her number was 69. Mrs. 
T. C. Williams’s testimony was similar 


to that of Mrs. McCloud, and Mrs. 
Merrill. Mrs. Williams said she had 
known “Dr.” Hastings for twelve 


years. A fourth witness who gave sub- 
stantially the same testimony was Mrs. 
Ida Hatch, the wife of D. P. Hatch. She 
also had gone to the office of “Dr.” 
Hastings to receive electrical treat- 
ment, and had removed her clothing 
and put on a numbered gown. 

Mrs. James E. Morgan testified that 
she had been a patient of “Dr.”’ Hast- 
ings for years, and remembered a time 
years ago before the gowns in his es- 
tablishment were numbered. Mrs. Mor- 
gan said she became so well ac- 
quainted with the routine of the offiee 
that she would frequently help herself 
to her gown. Sometimes, the witness 
said, there were so many patients in 
Hastings’s office that she was com- 
pelled to wait for treatment. Not only 
had Mrs. Morgan been treated in the 
“doctor’s” office, but he had come to 
her house and treated not only the 
witness herse!f, but others among her 
friends, and all with great success. 

All of these ladies testified that 
they were known, not by name, but 
by number, in Hastings’s office. G. D. 
Rowan and James Morgan testified that 
they had gone to the “doctor's” office 
for treatment. Rowan, Morgan, Henry 
filler, G. W. Morgan and A. F. Clif- 
ton a!l testified that Hastings’s repu- 
tation for peace and quiet in the com- 
munity was very good. 

Mr. Jones of the counsel for the de- 
fense, said at this juncture that as T. D. 
Stimson, Mrs. Stimson, L. W. Blinn 
and Mrs. Blinn had wished to leave 
the city and for other reasons the de- 
fense and prosecution had agreed that 
their testimony would be of the same 
character as that of the witnesses who 
had just testified, as all of them had 
been treated by “Dr.” Hastings, the

Mrs. T.' J. Waters, the mother of 
Mrs. Ezra Stimson, testified that she 
had met a girl at “Dr.”’ Hastings’s of- 
fice about 6 o’clock on the evening of 
February 2, who was sitting up, fully 
dressed. Mrs. Waters said Mrs. Weaver 
had introduced her to the girl as 


a 
“little patient of ours.’’ The witness 
identified the photograph of Lillian 


Hattery as a likeness of the girl she 
had met in the office. Mrs. Abbie H. 
Cook and Mrs. E. 8S. Waite testified 
to having received treatment and worn 
gowns at Hastings’s office, and Judge 
Smith announced that he had heard 
enough along that line. He further 
remarked that the question to be met 
was whether or not “Dr.”’ Hastings 
committed an abortion which caused 
the death of Lillian Hattery, and it 
made no difference whether a man 
who did such a thing was a doctor 
with a dozen diplomas from colleges 
of medicine and a certificate from the 
State board, or a layman. 

Mrs. May Van Ness of Monrovia was 


then called to the witness-stand, and 
swore to the following: She was a 


patient at Hastings’s office while Lil- 
lian Hattery was there, and saw the 
girl on the day she died. Just before 
the girl's death Mrs. Van Ness went 
into the room where Lillian lay and 
talked with her. The witness asked 
the girl) where her mother lived and 
Lillian answered that her mother lived 
in San Bernardino. Lillian had a 
fainting fit and the witness and 
others brought hér out of it al! right. 
No sconer had they done so than Lil- 
lian clapped her hand to her heart 
and dropped down. They worked over 
an hour with the unconscious girl. but 
she died. Mrs. Weaver and Alice Hor- 
ton came in after the girl's death. 
Mrs. Van Ness swore that no clean 
sheets were placed on the cot on which 
the girl died. 

Miss M. J. Hammond was recalled 
by the defense and asked by Mr. Gage 
if she remembered a man named Fow- 
ler. “this so-called detective. and so- 
called lawyer.’ being in Hastine’s of- 
fice shortly after the inquest and _ re- 
ceiving an envelope from Mrs. Weaver. 
Judge Smith checked Mr. Gage and 
reproved him for speaking in such a 
manner of Fowler. The witness an- 
swered that she did remember Fowler 
and the envelope episode. She then 
told the same story as that told by 
Mrs. Weaver as to the latter’s finding 
the envelope and handing it to the of- 
ficer. 4 Miss Hammond testified that 
Mrs. Teaver did not tell Fowler at 
that time that the reason she (Mrs. 
Weaver) did not refer to the envelope 
at the inquest was because she thought 
it was destroyed or lost. 

“Dr.”’ Calvin S. Hastings, the de- 
fendant, was then called. Hastings 
took the stand and his testimony was 
substantially as follows: 

“IT am 56 years old. I came to Los 
Angeles the last day of 1876. I occu- 


pied the premises in which Lillian Hat- 


died about eighteen years. My 
wife, who was a graduate in medicine, 
died in 1878 in a building where the 
Natick House now stands. I did not 
commit an abortion or miscarriage on 
Lillian Hattery. As far as I know she 
was a virtuous girl when she died. 

“I did not tell Alice Horton to say 
nothing about the death of Lillian Hat- 


tery or my treatment of her. I never 
said anything of that nature to Alice 
Horton. I did not say at any time in 
Alice Horton's hearing or out of her 
hearing that I would have to use in- 
ternal treatment on Lililan Hattery 
and I never gave Lillian Hattery in- 


ternal treatment. I did not inject ary 
antiseptic, water or anything elise into 
Lillian Hattery while she was dead or 
while she was living. [ do not use 
anything other than feradic latteries 
in my office, nor have I for ten years. 

“I have met the two women who 
gave their names as Martin ani! Iten- 
dig. I met them on a certain after- 
noon at No. 144 South Main street. I 
don’t remember exactly what afternoon 
that was. I took a portable Harris 


hand battery with me and met Officer |

women. Mrs. Martin said I owed her 
damages because she had a sister who 


was treated by me improperly. that is | 


my treatment of her had resulted 
blood poisoning or something: of that 
kind. She demanded $1200 or $2400 of 
me. I told her I had never been black- 
mailed by a woman in my life and I 
never would be. As I went out into 
the hall on taking my leave, Mrs. Mar- 
tin said, ‘I'll get even with you in 
the Hattery case.’"" Hastings was ex- 
cused without cross-examination. 

S. L. Colburn, the electrician who has 
so frequently been referred to in the 
trial, testified that he saw Lillian Hat- 
cery in Hastings’s place and always 
with a bandage on her head. Ht was 
present when she died, and Miss Horton 


was not in the room. He did not se: 
Hastings wash the body and did not 
see the sheets on the cot changed, al- 
though he was in the room from the 
moment of the girl's death until the 
body was removed. 

The next witness was Miss Dr. Re- 


becca Lee Dorsey. Miss Dorsey told of 
a number of different causes from 
which the condition of the organs of 
Lillian Hattery’s dead body, as devel- 
oped by the inquest, might possibly 
have arisen. In answer to the prelimi- 
nary questions to establish her com- 
petency as an expert, Miss Dorsey gave 
the following answers: 

“IT am a duly licensed physician and 
surgeon. I have practiced medicine 
here in Los Angeles 11 years. I make 
a specialty of the application of elec- 
tricity in cases of the diseases of wo- 
men and children. It would not be pos- 
sible to produce an abortion by outward 
electrical treatment. Such treatment 
would have more of a sedative effect on 
a pregnant woman than anything elre. 
That is, it would allay the pain and 
have a tendency .to prevent a miscar- 
riage.” 

Aftew the result of the investigations 
at the autopsy had been read to Miss 
Dorsey, she was asked what, in her 
opinion, was the cause of Lillian Hat- 
tery’s death. She answered: “I should 
say that the main and original trouble 
started from the anendix, and gave 
rise to apendicitis. From the apendi- 
citis the purulent peritonitis arose. 
Then in the throax, I should say that 
the immediate cause of death there was 
from an old endocarditis or pericarditis 
or an old chronic inflammation of the 
heart. In my opinion the prime cause of 
death was apendicitis.” , 

Miss Dorsey testified that she con- 
sidered it justifieable if not necessary 
that an abortion should be committed 
in cases where the woman had heart 
disease, as a woman so afflicted 
rarely withstood the ordeal of bearing 
children. On  cross-examination this 
question was referred to in the follow- 
ing manner. Mr. McComas said: “Mr. 


‘Gage asked you if you would say tHat 


with a heart like that described by Mr. 
Bresee (Lillian MHattery’s) it was 
necessary to abort Lillian Hattery to 
save her life. Did you say yes to 
that?” 

“I did not state it was necessary. I 
said it would be justifiable,” answered 
the witness. 

In regard to the condition of Lillian 
Hattery’s organs after her death there 


was so much sparring between the 
counsel for the defense and for the 
prosecution as to how § the question

asked Miss Dorsey whether or not the 
condition described by the report of 
the physicians who conducted the in- 
quest indicated pregnacy.

Col, Davis Thinks “Better Newer 
Than Lafté’”’ in This Case. 

Col. George R. Davis, known to 
World’s Fair visitors as director-gen- 
eral. of that great exposition, was in- 
terviewed the other day, by a reporter 
of the New York Mail and Express, 
with regard to the representation of 
this country at the French Exposition 
-in 1900. Col. Davis is emphatically 
of-the opinion that there is need for 
immediate action, and that Americans 
are showing a lack of enterprise in 
delaying the matter. Said Col. Davie: 

“I feel that the time has come for 
action. The representatives of foreign 
governments are already on the 


} grounds. They have their commissions, 


they have interviewed those of their 
people who contemplate making an ex- 
hibit, and they have appeared at Paris 
with a define statement of the 
amount of space they will need. Ten- 
tatively that space has already been 
assigned them. If this summer ig al- 
lowed to pass without action here, any 
American commission will be terribly 
handicapped. It will find all the choice 
space already allotted. The French 
government can afford to wait only a 
eertain time before it makes its final 
apportionments. After that time an 
adequate representative of American 
products, even if it could be secured at 
the eleventh hour, would make no 
showing because it would be bestowed 
in out-of-the-way places.

ROGUS HALF-DOLLARS. One of 
the curious effects brought about by 
the great difference in value between 
the silver in coins and its face value 
is the inundating of the country with 
a large number of bogus dollars and 
half-dollars. The government secret- 
service officials in San Francisco have 
been worried for some time over the 
Jarge numbers ef half-dollars in circu- 
lation, which are bogus in so far that 
they are not manufactured by the gov- 
ernment, but are in all other respects 
equal to the government half-dollars, 
being made of pure silver. A rough es- 
timate gives the amount of these half- 
dollars in circulation at nearly $1,000,- 
000. The profits of the coiners amount 
to the difference between 24 cents 
worth of silver and 60 cents, less the 
cost of manufacture. The government 
officials have been trying hard to find 
out where these coins are made, but so 
far without success. 


COMMERCIAL, 

COTTONSEED VS. OLIVE OTL. 
The French olive-oil producers, finding 
themselves unable to meet the compe- 
tition of the cheaper cottonseed olls 
from America, have begun an agitation 
to have the tariff increased from 3% 
cents a gallon to 7 or 8 cents. America 
sent to Marseilles last year 112,627 
pounds of this oil, or nine-tenths of the 
entire amount imported. 

Apropos of this subject, the Fruit- 
man's Guide of New York says: 

“An uptown department store quotes 
the finest Lucca olive oil at ‘28 cents 
per bottle for pints and 46 cents per 
bottle for quarts. On this basis Cali- 
fornians can hardly expect to realize 
the asking price that some of the lead- 
ing producers demand, viz., $1 per bot- 
tk, wholesale, on the Coast.”

United States for this purpose. 


JAMAICA ORANGES. The capabili- 
ties of the island of Jamaica in the 
production of oranges are not well 
known to the people. of the United 
States. There are seven million trees 
scattered over the island in a state of 
semi-cultivation. In 1886 the value of 
this fruit shipped to the United States 
and elsewhere was only $290,000. Last 
year exports of oranges from the island 
increased to the value of $845,000.

This will be an important move toward 
utilizing the refuse fruit crop of South- 
ern California. North Ontario was chosen 
as the location of the factory because 
it is in the center of an important

San Diego. There are at present o 
two establishments in Southern Ca 
fornia making citric acid, both le. al 
on a small scale. One is that of 58. 
M. Woodbridge, in Los Angeles, and 
the other is conducted by Ogden Bros. 
at San Diego. 

The new firm is making contracts 
for a year with lemon growers for 
their culls. They say the success of 
the enterprise depends upon securing 
fruit at a low price, as otherwise it 
will be impossible to compete with the 
imported citric acid, upon which there 
is a duty of only 5 cents per pound. 
Most of this product is made in Italy, 
from lime juice, which is reduced un- 
til it contains 40 per cent. citric acid, 
when it is shipped to London and Phil- 
adelphia to be manufactured. ~The 
lime contains a much larger percent- 
age of citric acid than the lemon. 

It is to be hoped that this enter- 
prise may receive all reasonable en- 
couragment from the growers, as if 
successful it is likely to lead to the 
establishment of other useful enter- 
prises of a similar description. One of 
the greatest needs of Southern Cali- 
fornia today is a complete System of 
utilizing the by-products of our or- 
chards and vineyards.

RUMORS ABOUT THE MOUNT LOWE 
RAILWAY. 


Af it Should Be Bought by the South- 
ern Pacific, Prof. Lowe Would 
Be Actively Interested — Cheap 
Fares Prove Popular — Election 
of School Trustee Today. 


PASADENA, June 3.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The possibility of a sale 
of the Mt. Lowe Railway to the South- 
ern Pacific is recognized as of the 
greatest importance to all who are in- 
terested in the former company. The 
project was suggested to the directors 
of the Southern Pacific by Prof. T. 5. 
Cc. Lowe, and it has been through his 
efforts that they were induced to in- 
vestigate the property with a view to 
its purchase. As yet it is, of course, 
impossible to predict the final decision 
of the Southern Pacific. The attractive 
feature of the proposition is that the 
mountain railroad and hotels could 
probably be operated to great advan- 
tage in conjunction with the winter 
_— business of the Southern Pa- 
cific. 

It is probable that most, if not all, of 
the bondholders would look with great 
favor upon the proposed sale, even 
though their demands would necessar- 
ily be scaled somewhat. It is said.that 
if the deal should be consummated 
Prof. Lowe would again take an active 
part in the management of the prop- 
erty, the Southern Pacific having made 
this stipulation before entering upon 
the present investigation. 

TEN-CENT FARES ARE POPULAR. 

The 10-cent fare to Los Angeles re- 
cently inaugurated by the electric road 
evidently meets with popular approval. 
This rate is made only on ten-ride 
tickets, but these tickets are meeting 
with a large sale. From forty-five to 
sixty of them are sold every day at the 

ena office alone. It is said that 

the reduction in fare has already re- 

sulted in a material increase of travel.

RANDSBURG. 


TWO JAPANESE SERVANTS CREATE 
A COMMOTION. 


Notice Served on Hotel Johannes- 
Bara That Asiatic Labor Will 


not Be Tolerated in the Mining 
Camp—A Sand Storm. 


RANDSBURG, June 1.—[Regular 
Correspondence.}] The arrival of two 
Japanese servants for the Hotel Jo- 
hannesburg on Sunday evening last 
would seem to be a very ordinary item 
of news in the generai budget of the 
daily happenings of a mining camp, 
but when it is Known that the arrival 
of these two demure and clean-looking 
Japs has entirely upset the peace and 
quiet of two viliages, caused the hold- 
ing of two public meetings, the ap- 
pointment of two committees of promi- 
nent citizens, the visit of the commit- 
tees at unseemly hours of the night 
to the aforesaid hotel, accompanied in 
the latter instance by every peace offi- 
cer in camp, together with the repre- 
sentatives of every newspaper here, it 
Will be viewed in a more serious light. 

It has been an acknowledged rule of 
this camp that no Chinaman or cheap 
labor shall be employed. This rule was 
enforced in the case of the only Celes- 
tial who ever had the temerity to make 
the attempt to gain a footing here, by 
compelling him to roost out on the 
hillside, between the time of his ar- 
rival and the going-out of the next 
stage. This was more than six months 
ago, and since then no effort has been 
made by either Chinamen or Jap to 
gain a lodgment here until the attempt 
of the hotel above spoken of to in- 
Stall them as cook and waiter. 

It soon became noised about that 
the Japs had come, and a public meet- 
ing was held on Monday night in a 
building on the Rand near the post- 
office, persons from the neighboring 
town of Johannesburg being the first 
to make the kick. The meeting was 
not largely attended, as it was not gen- 
erally known. O. M. Peck, a young 
man from Johannesburg, was selected 
as chairman, the case was stated, and 
a committee of five appointed to go 
to the authorities of the hotel, notify 
them of the feeling in camp against 
the employment of either Chinese or 
Japanese, and request them to send 
out the obnoxious Japs and report their 
action to another meeting. to be held 
at the same place Thursday evening. 

The committee at once proceeded to 
the Hotel Johannesburg and notified 
the hotel people of the action of the 
meeting, and requested them to dispose 
of the Japs and avoid trouble. Mr. 
Sloan, who seemed to represent the 
proprietor of the hotel, and who acts 
as clerk and dispenser of refreshmente 
over the bar, declared he would run his 
own business in defiance of anybody, 
and refused to be governed by any- 
body’s advice, as to who or what kind 
of labor the hotel would employ, wind- 
ing up by denouncing the committee 
as representatives of a mob. He fur- 
ther stated that he supposed the inter- 
diction only applied to Chinese, and 
until the committee could furnish a 
competent white cook and waiter, the 
hotel would hold on to the Japs in 
spite of the protest. 

Tuesday the mater was very gener- 
ally talked over by all parties, and 
many unwise things were said by both 
sides, but the general and freely-ex- 
pressed opinion by nearly all classes 
was that the Japs would have to go. 

Tuesday night came, and with it a 
large gathering at the place of meet- 
ing. Chairman Peck called the meet- 
ing to order, and Arthur Finch, one 
of the commitee, read the report of its 
doings, with the result, which was re- 
fusal on the part of the hotel authori- 
ties. By this time several hundred 
men were present and several women, 
and all were in earnest. Some one 
asked if the committee had notified 
the Japs themselves. One of the com- 
mittee replied thet they could not get 
to see them. Then the qyestion of 
furnishing the hotel with a white cook 
came up, when W. J. Davis, a man 
of large experience and good presence, 
offered to take the place, and go in 
time to get breakfast tomorrow. Mr. 
Williams said that Mr. Sloan wanted 
the stage early in the morning. This 
the boys thought was only a ruse to 
gain time, and proposed to send over 
for the Jams tonight, so as to be sure 
they would not miss the stage in the 
morning. A motion to furnish Davie. 
as cook, prevailed. McPherson moved 
the appointment of a committee of 
three good citizens to hotify the hotel 
authorities again. and tell them posi- 
tively that the Japs must go. This 
motion prevailed. 

The chair appointed Peter Steel, J. R. 
Stevens of Randsburg and John Perdue 
of Johannesburg as such committee, 
and a resolution was adopted giving 
the committee full power to act and 
call to their assistance any number of 
others whom they might wish, when 
the meeting adjourned. The meeting 
was orderly and temperate, as the night 
before, and no threats or violent lan- 
guage were indulged in. 

As soon as the meeting adjourned, 
the committee started for Johannes- 
burg, the Times representative accom- 
panying them. Arriving about 10 
o'clock another audience with Mr. 
Sloan was had. The committee was 
very moderate in its request, but Mr. 
Sloan declared they were able to run 
their own business: that he would not 
take the responsibility of complying 
with the request, nor would he wake 
up Mrs. Squires that the committee 
might talk to her. Finally, however, 
after two hours’ parley and the inter- 
vention of some outside parties, an 
agreement was reached that the hotel 
people were to have forty-eight hours’ 
time in which to procure other and 
competent help. and that at the end of 
that time the Japs were to he shipped 
out. and the great Mojave Desert, or 
that immediate portion in which lie the 
two mining camps of Randsbure and 
Johannesburg, was saved from an in- 
ternecine war. 

RANDSBURG BREVITIES. 

Randsburg was treated to a very dis- 
agreeable day of wind, sand and dust 
on Monday last, something it had not 
had here since the storms of last win- 
ter. The wind came from the west 
and blew a gale, making the journey 
from Mojave by stage a very disagree- 
able one. 

The meeting held last Sunday for the 
adoption of a new set of by-laws and 
the appointment of a new - Citizens’ 
Committee, although fairly well ddver- 
tised, was not well attended, so an ad- 
journment was had until next Sunday 
afternoon. 

One of the stages to Mojave now 
leaves at 6:30 p.m., Instead of in the 
morning, making the run in the night, 
and making connections with both 
north and south trains on the railroad.

Death of Mra. Willet—Activity in the 
Ol Fields. 

WHITTIER, June 3.—[(Special Corre- 
spondence.) This community has been 
brought under the shadow of profound 
sorrow by the death of Mrs. Hannah | 
Theodosia Willett, wife of Rev. George! 
Willett, pastor of the Congregational , 
Church. Something over ten years ago) 
Rev. Mr. Willett came to Southern Cal- 
ifornia with his family, seeking a less) 
rugged climate than that which, with) 
hard pastoral labors, had told upon his 
health. He came from the pastorate of 
the Cowansville Congregational Church 
of Quebec, Can. Mrs. Willett, who was 
gifted with many charms and womanly 
graces, enhanced by a thorough schol- 
astic equipment, was eminently fitted 
for the position in society always ac- 
corded a pastor’s wife. She was a 
most efficient coworker with her hus- 
band in his pastoral duties. 

Mr. and Mrs. Willett spent six years 
in Redlands, where he was pastor of 
the Congregational Church, He 
preached two years in San Luis Obispo. 
Previously he had been for nine years 
pastor of the large church in Quebec. 
In all of these places Mrs. Willett en- 
deared herself to all who knew her, and 
her quiet but constant zeal in Chris- 
tian work, together with her social 
graces and superior tact, enabled her 
to acquire a degree of influence far be- 
yond that of most women. During her 
several years residence in Whittter, 
Mrs. Willet has won the admiration 
and esteem of all who have known her. 
By the ladies of her husband's congre- 
gation who have known her best, she 
was universally beloved. At the Con- 
gregational Church next Sunday morn- 
ing a memorial service will be held in 
honor of her memory. The services 
will be attended by Whittier people, 
generally, without respect to church 
denominations or creeds. 

Mrs. Willett was a native of Eaton, 
Quebec, and was a graduate of St. 
Hyacinthe Female College of Quebec. 
She leaves, besides her husband, three 
sons, George, Jr., Harry and Frederick 
Willett, the first named of whom, was 
absent in Redlands at the time of her 
death. He was summoned by telegram 
upon the first symptoms of danger 
and hastened to Los Angeles, where, 
failing to make railroad connections, 
he secured a bicycle and made a heroic 
race to reach his dyiag mother’s bed- 
side. But, although he made the fifteen 
hard miles in wonderfully short time 
he was too late. She breatehed her 
last a few minutes before he reached 
her. Her last hours were peaceful.

GLENDORA. 


Reports Received from the 
Promises Well for Lemons. 

GLENDORA, June 3.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] A. B. Smith of the Azusa, 
Covina and Glendora Lemon Assocta- 
tion has received several letters from 
the East in the past few days which 
give the most encouraging reports yet 
received. The tenor of all the letters 
is to the effect that the stock of lemons 
now on hand will either be sold or go 
into the garbage baskets within two 
weeks of the time of writing. Through- 
out the lemon-producing ‘sections of 
the world the fruit has, the past win- 
ter, developed! non-keeping character- 
istics, and now it Is found necessary to 
throw away a large per cent. of the 
fruit in the country. The California 
lemons have suffered in common with 
those of Sicily and other parts of the 
world. On that account the eastern 
markets have been very slow to take 
the fruit, but the time has now come 
when the markets are _ practically 
cleaned up and the eastern jobbers are 
strongly advising their customers to 
buy. So far as California is concerned 
at least, there is no evidence that the 
summer crop of lemons is affected as 
was the winter crop, and the fruit now 
ready to ship is in first-class condition 
and will undoubtedly find a ready mar- 
ket at advancing rates. 

Mr. Smith is inclined to question the 
accuracy of the estimate that Califor- 
nia will this year ship from 1000 to 1200 
cars of lemons. He expects an output 
of about 690 to 800 cars.

4 BICYCLE SCRAP. 


THE PENALTY OF NOT ORSERVING 
ROAD REGULATIONS, 


A Physician and Singer On Trial 
for Rattering a German Tatlor. 
Dr. Toles Says He Was “Cool buat 
Incensed,.”’ 


“TI was cool, but incensed,” said Dr. 
Justin Kay Toles. He sat up straight 
on the witness chair in the Police 
Court, and cast a scornful glance at 
Nathan Jacobs, the sniveling German 
tailor, for battering whom the physi- 
cian, singer and ex-Londoner was on 
trial. 

lt was all because of a bicycle and 
a street car. Tuesday Dr. Toles Was 
riding ‘a bicycle along Second street 


between Broadway and .Spring streets, 
He was on the right-hand side of the 
street. Along came Nathan Jaccos, @ 
young German tailor, who was mounted 
on a fiery and untamed bicycle. A 
street car came along. The tailor’s bi- 
cycle shied violently, and dashed over 
on the wrong side of the highway. The 
two riders bore down on each other, 
but just in the nick of time both men 
jumped off, and a collision was nar- 
rowly avertea. 

As to what followed there 1s @ hazy 
unceriainty. Toles himself testified on 
the witness stand that “cool, but in- 
censed,”” he hit the tailor. Toles de- 
clared that he hit Jacobs with his 
open hand, and that he had good proy- 
ocation. The defense he set up was 
that he himself Knows and observes 


the laws ot the road, and that for an- 
other man to ride on the wrong side 
of the street and come within an ace 
of destroying one’s own life, liberty and 
bappiness is unbearable injury. A year 
ago, said Dr. Toles, a bicycle rider ran 
into him and he administered corporal 
punishment in the same manner as 
Tuesday. Tuesday, like an avenging 
angel, he went forth upon the streets, 
in an effort to inflict deserved punish- 
ment for ali those violations of the 
laws of the road which, for months 
past had filled him with wrath, The 
physician arose in his might, young 
and strong and athletic, and smote his 
neighbor upon the cheek, with a wish 
in the heart to smite him also upon 
the other cheek. 

Jacobs sat in his corner with his head 
bound up in rags, presenting a most 
mournful appearance. One eye was en- 
tirely hidden by a large bandage. 
While the physician-.in excellent Eng- 
lish, logical, clear and distinctly ar- 
ticulated, told his story of the affair, 
the tailor fairly bubbled with excite- 
ment. He half rose from his seat, tried 
to attract the Judge's attention, and 
writhed under the torture of a burn- 
ing desire to contradict the witness. 

Jacobs, in broken German-English 
patois, declared that Dr. Toles jumped 
off his wheel in time to avoid a col- 
lision. Jacobs expected him to say “Ex- 
cuse me,” but instead the “cool but in- 
censed"’ physician hit him in the eye. 
Jacobs said that Toles knocked him 
down, and that after he was down the 
physician kicked him once in the eye 
and once on the chest. Then Toles 
mounted his bicycle and rode off. Of- 
ficer McLain gave chase and caught 
him, and took him to the City Jail un- 
der arrest. | mpi 

Dr. Rogers was put on the stand to 
explain the nature of the wounds of 
the complaining witness, whom he at- 
tended after the accident. Dr. Rogers 
seemed to consider the whole affair a 
huge joke. He laughed delightedly at 
the quaint humor of such questions 
from the as. the eve much 
swollen?’ witness testified that 
there was a V-shaped cut in the re- 
gion of the eve, and that the cut and 
swollen condition of the wounded part 
showed that there had been violence. 
As to whether the cause of the injury 
was a blow from a fist, a kick of a 
boot, or merely the result of a fall, he 
found it impossible to say. He an- 
nounced that he was an expert on the 
eye, ear, throat and nose, but he said 
that he had had no previous experience 
with a kicked eye. 

Several other eye-witnesses of the 
affair testified. They agreed that there 
had been battery. and that it had 
caused Jacobs to howl with pain. 

There was no question that there had 
been battery. Toles himself acknowl- 
edged that. The moot point was the 
seriousness of the assault. Judge Owens 
announced that he wanted more testi- 
mony, so the case was continued until 
next Saturday. 


SPEED TRIAL POSTPONED. 


Defective Steel Delays Trying the 
Horseless Carriage. 


The new gasoline carriage built by 
J. D. Sturgis and J. Philip Erie, which 
received its first test last Sunday 
morning, will not be used again for a 
week. Four small pieces of steel, none 
of them as large as a man's thumb, 
are the cause of the delay. Steel 
bought in Los Angeles was used for 
these parts in building the carriage. 
This metal has proved defective, and 
a telegram has been sent to Home- 
stead, Pa., where the best steel is 
made, for steel to replace the defective 
parts. No changes whatever will be 
made in the plan of the machinery be- 
fore the next trip. The only alteration 
is the replacing of the defective, faulty 
steel with honest material. Before the 
test is made of a long country run, and 
of hill-climbing and high speed, the in- 
ventors want to be sure that every- 
thing is in apple-pie order, for they 
don’t want any breakdowns after the 
flart has been made.
